SMALL ARMY HANDLED 
PERFECTLY, BUT THEN—

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. 
HBRE is a widespread impression that in 
T the present war England has been blun- 
dering along in the good old-fashioned 
English way; that she has borne very much 
less than her fair share of the military burden 
which has been imposed upon the allies, and 
that she has failed to produce a single soldier 
with high qualities of imagination and initia- 
tive. 

These matters are herewith discussed by an 
American army officer of high rank and distin- 
guished reputation. 

“You must not quote me,” he said, after he 
bad expressed his views at some length, “be- 
cause the War Department has placed a strict 
embargo on the expression of military opinion; 
but you labor under no such prohibition, and 
if you like to make an article of what I have 
told you, I can see no objection to your doing 
80.” 
The following statement is the result of the 
suggestion: 

England's participation in the war is more in- 
teresting to American observers than that of any 
other belligerent, because England and the United 
States alone of the great Powers depend on vol- 
untary enlistment to provide their military and 
naval strength, and thus in time of war are faced 
with the same problem of improvising an army. 

Man for man, there was never a finer army 
sent to war than the expeditionary force which 
England transported to France in August, 1914, 
and ‘the mobilization of that force and its con- 
veyanee to the front with its full equipment were 
effected with a smoothness and rapidity which 
even thé German general staff must have envied. 


Over Confidence in Navy. 
NGLAND’S failure thus far to obtain any- 
“-~thing like the full fighting value of her 
: immense resources in men and materials 
is due to her lack of a definite military policy. 
Confident that her fleet would save her from in- 
vasion and afford the needed protection while a 
huge military machine was created, England left 
- undone even the most vital things—things which 
cannot possibly be undertaken in a hurry excep 
at. the expense of efficiency. . 
_ At the outbreak of the war, therefore, England 
hadi nosadequate reserve of officers and men to 
fill the gaps cut by the German attacks on the 
ranks of her small but gallant regular army. 
She had no worked-out plan for raising armies 
from the manhood of the nation. She had a 
wholly insufficient supply of artillery and small 
arms ammunition for the force she sent to 
France; and for the force which she immediately 
set about to recruit she had neither uniforms nor 
boots, rifles nor bayonets, powder nor shot. 
So acute was the situation in regard to the 
supplies of all kinds that Lord Kitchener raised 
the height for recruits rather than admit the ut- 
ter inability of the Government to arm and 
equip the legions of volunteers who responded to 
his first call. | 
Tens of thousands of men were refused, not 
because they were weak or unhealthy or un- 
dersized, but because they lacked half an inch of 
a standard of height scarcely lower than that 
applied to picked regiments like the Guards. 
This had the two-fold effect of throwing cold 
water upon enthusiasm and of turning away a 
great deal of valuable military material, which 
ree months later the authorities were breaking 
sir necks to get. hold of again. It is under- 
od that no record was kept of the names and 
addresses of these early thousands of rejected 
recruits and that they were simply sent back 
home to look foolish in the eyes of their friends. 
Of course the whole of the circumstances are 
mot known here, but it is difficult to conceive of 


_ any reason why all healthy men applying for 


' ‘service should not have been enlisted, billeted at 
various centers and started upon their course of 
physical training, simple drill and trench digging. 


Army Has Fought Bravely. 
O far as actual military operations are con- 
cerned, the British army together with its 
- colonial and Indian contingents, has fought 
with the utmost courage and tenacity, has been 
well led and has not been called upon ‘to suffer 
more than any of the other armies engaged from 
poor strategy or faulty tactics. In the matter

The Upper-Rhine Improvement Association of 
Switzerland at their annual meeting in Constance 
during the first week of August were called into 
conference with the representatives of all the 
cities on the upper Rhine-watershed, notably of 
St. Gall, Constance, Zurich and Basel, and the 
upshot of their labors during the last few years 
was submitted and discussed. 

In order to compass the ends of the associa- 
tion, and to make the Rhine navigable for deep 
draught sea craft it was found to be necessary to 
widen about 100 kilometers, and deepen the chan- 
nel a distance of 64 kilometers. — 

The total cost was variously estimated at from 
sixty to one hundred million dollars. 

Herr V. Biberach, who was present repre 
senting the railroad interests of the upper Rhine, 
objected that as the railroads were fully compe- 
tent to carry all the traffic, the expense of 80 
great a sum would not be warranted. 

“But we have the river, and we are going to 
use it to its fullest capacity,” the president of 
the association replied: and the meeting unant- 


|mously agreed with him. Each city separately 


voted for the improvement, which now has be 
come a national undertaking. As the Rhine 
above Muhlhausen is already deep enough and of 
sufficient width to admit boats of 24 feet draught 
it is expected to have shipping come to Lake 
Constance direct from the North Sea and ocean, 
thus avoiding and making unnecessary unloading 
and reloading. 

Lake Constance is already navigable for the 


practically make a maritime country of all of 
Switzerland, or at least give her a direct con- 
nection with oversea countries, notably America. 
Thé industries of Switzerland four years ago 
had met in Berne and had authorized the meas- 
ure, if ‘at all feasible; and the recent meeting at 
Constance is considered by Swiss newspapers as 
thé most important step taken by the common- 
wealth since its inception as a distinct nation.

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KING GEORGE’S DIPLOMACY. 

It is evident from the story of King George’s 
toast to President Wilson and the new policy of 
favoring Americans at court, that the son is 
emulating the father in diplomacy. He at least 
shows good sense in realizing the value of Amerit- 
can good will in these strenuous war times. 

King George was right in complimenting “the 
wisdom and good sense of the American people” 
in standing loyally by President Wilson in “most 
trying and difficult circumstances.” We are sure 
Americans will support the President as firmly 
in his efforts to protect American trade from 
lawless British aggression as in his efforts to 
protect American lives from murderous German 
attacks.

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A BOY SCOUT DECORATED. 

An interesting ceremony took place in Morlaix, 
Finisterre, Brittany, on Aug. 15. Morlaix, before 
the war, had a company of Boy Scouts, who had 
made themselves efficiently useful in the role of 
life savers along the adjacent coast. When the 
war broke out the company begged the French 
Government to make use of its services in some 
capacity; and so they were sent to the front “to 
find their own work.” 

At the head of the scouts was Yves Menel, who, 
though only 15 years old, had many daring feats 
to his credit, and a score of lives that he had 
saved. The youth was full of enthusiasm; and 
when he arrived at St. Mihiel, where his company 
was stationed “for general service,” he not only 
verified his title of “scout,” in which capacity 
he served almost daily; but when the Germans 
dashed into the triangle and took the height of St. 
Mihiel by surprise, he rescued many a fallen 
countryman in the teeth of the enemy’s fire. Six 
times he was shot; yet he would not yield until 
he had saved a dozen wounded on top of a knoll 
under the guns that were belching death. Finally 
a bayonet thrust entered his right eye; but his 
companion scouts rescued him and the wounded in 
whose behalf he had exposed himself. After six 
months’ confinement in a hospital he was taken 
home, and amid the concourse of the Morlaisians 
“and the whole coast,” he was decorated by M. 
Thiers, Prefect of Bretigne, with the Cross of 
Honor, under order of the Government, for 


extraordinary bravery.

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OUR INACCESSIBLE MUSEUM. 

The strong point in the St. Louis Art League’s 
appeal for means of transportation to the Art 
Museum is that the people of the city are taxed 
to support a great art institution from the full 
benefits of which the masses are excluded by 
reason of its inaccessibility. The people pay an 
increasing large fund for the maintenance and 
improvement of the Art Museum, yet they are 
debarred from the use and enjoyment of it be- 
cause no provision has been made to transport 
them to and from the building. 

The worst feature of the situation is that the 
museum is inaccessible to those who need it most 
for instruction and enjoyment and is accessible 
to those who need it least. The well-to-do who 
own autos and other vehicles and the strong 
who can walk and dodge motor cars can go to 
the museum when they please, but the poorer 
and weaker elements, including women and chil- 
dren, are largely debarred from it. The long 
walk, chiefly on or across driveways and the 
steep hill climb, are obstacles to the multitude. 

Why generous provision for a valuable public 
institution, supplying a vital public need, and 
no provision to enable the people to utilize its 
value? 

A good point in the letter is the suggestion 
that access to Art Hill as well as to the museum 
is highly desirable. The hill is the crest of the 
great Pageant open air theater and offers a 
magnificent view of the city. 

Fortunately, transportation through connection 
with the street car system can be supplied 
without menace to the beauty and usefulness of 
the park or much cost. There is a natural line 
for a depressed railway in the rear of the mnu- 
seym, which can be constructed without surface 
grades or surface unsightliness. The Board of 
Aldermen should take up the museum transporta- 
tion project promptly with the intent to reach 
an early solution. 
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‘‘STUPID AND DANGEROUS.’’

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INDIA’S WEALTH. 

From the latest commerce reports comes a 
vast amount of interesting information concern- 
ing India. 

Though the world at large have vague ideas 
regarding India’s wealth, the knowledge has so 
largely been gained by romantic tales, that its 
reality has failed to impress. India has long been 
the greatest absorber of the precious metals of 
any nation on earth, and owns today more gold 
and silver than any other nation, and possibly 
as much as all combined. 7 

This hoarding of the precious metal dates back 
before the Christian era, as mentioned by Pliny 
and continues up to the present time. There 
seems to be a certain idolatry among the people 
for gold and silver far in excess of its commercial 
value. 

The poor bury their savings and have been 
known to starve in times of famine rather than 
surrender it. The rich have it worked up into 
articles of adornment and have even had chairs, 
tables and beds made of solid gold. A sacred 
feeling exists never to give up gold or silver. 

Being a frugal people, their. demands for the 
commodities of other nations is small, while their 
output is sought by the entire world. Hence the 
balance of trade is each year in their favor, and 
a continuous stream of gold flows into their cof- 
fers. 

Should this keep up forever it would appear 
that eventually they would drain the world. As 
it is, the concrete wealth of India is today so 
fabulous that it beggars the wildest story in the 
Arabian Nights. : 
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Instead of sending a check to pay the debt 
he owed an English shopkeeper, a German re- 
turned the bill with, “Gott strafe England!” 
written across it. The bill was only “a scrap of 
paper.”

BEAUTY CULTURE. 


BEAUTY.—Henna may be applied in 
several ways, but the simplest 2 easi- 
est method for the amateur is te use 
tea made of the leaves. In preparing 
the tea, use one ounce of leaves to a 
quart of water, and boil the whole down 
tc 1 pint. The stain should be applied 
to the roots of the hair with a smal) 
brush; a clean toothbrush or a nailbrugia 
will answer. Next use an ordinary hair- 
brush, distributing the henna through 
the hair. A thorough d ing, either mn 
the sun or by heat, concludes the pro. 
cess. This produces an auburn tint. We 
do not advise the use of this or any 


other dye.

E.—To clean furs, light or dark: Mix 
pint of flour, pint of bran and table- 
8 mn of fuller’s earth. Brush 

ake, then lay on a table and rub 
with this mixture, using a plece of 
coarse flannel, and rubbing it the wrong 
way of the fur. Shake out all the 
cleaning material and then go over the 
fur again, in the same way, bran 
instead of the flour mixture. Shak. 
out the bran and wipe the fur with 
cheesecloth, and it will be quite clean. 
For dark furs, proceed in the same 
manner, only heat the bran first and use 
it repeatedly, omitting the flour ani 
fuller’s earth mixture. Heat the bra: 
in the oven; shake it out well or ‘t 
will show on the dark furs.

_SWITZERLAND’S WATERWAY WORK. | 


The Upper-Rhine Improvement Association of 
Switzerland at their annual meeting in Constance 
during the first week of August were called into 
conference with the representatives of all the 
cities on the upper Rhine-watershed, notably of 
St. Gall, Constance, Zurich and Basel, and the 
upshot of their labors during the last few years 
was submitted and discussed. 

In order to compass the ends of the associa- 
tion, and to make the Rhine navigable for deep 
draught sea craft it was found to be necessary to 
widen about 100 kilometers, and deepen the chan- 
nel a distance of 64 kilometers. — 

The total cost was variously estimated at from 
sixty to one hundred million dollars. 

Herr V. Biberach, who was present repre 
senting the railroad interests of the upper Rhine, 
objected that as the railroads were fully compe- 
tent to carry all the traffic, the expense of so 
great a sum would not be warranted. 

“But we have the river, and we are going to 
use it to its fullest capacity,” the president of 
the association replied; and the meeting unanit- 


voted for the improvement, which now has be 
come a national undertaking. As the Rhine 
above Muhlhausen is already deep enough and of 
sufficient width to admit boats of 24 feet draught 
it is expected to have shipping come to Lake 
Constance direct from the North Sea and ocean, 
thus avoiding and making unnecessary unloading 
and reloading.

The strong point in the St. Louis Art League’s 
appeal for means of transportation to the Art 
Museum is that the people of the city are taxed 
to support a great art institution from the full 
benefits of which the masses are excluded by 
reason of its inaccessibility. The people pay an 
increasing large fund for the maintenance and 
improvement of the Art Museum, yet they are 
debarred from the use and enjoyment of it be- 
cause no provision has been made to transport 
them to and from the building. 

The worst feature of the situation is that the 
museum is inaccessible to those who need it most 
for instruction and enjoyment and is accessible 
to those who need it least. The well-to-do who 
own autos and other vehicles and the strong 
who can walk and dodge motor cars can go to 
the museum when they please, but the poorer 
and weaker elements, including women and chil- 
dren, are largely debarred from it. The long 
walk, chiefly on or across driveways and the 
steep hill climb, are obstacles to the multitude. 

Why generous provision for a valuable public 
institution, supplying a vital public need, and 
no provision to enable the people to utilize its 
value? 

A good point in the letter is the suggestion 
that access to Art Hill as well as to the museum 
is highly desirable.

India has long been 
the greatest absorber of the precious metals of 
any nation on earth, and owns today more gold 
and silver than any other nation, and possibly 
as much as all combined. 
This hoarding of the precious metal dates back 
before the Christian era, as mentioned by Pliny 
and continues up to the present time. There 
seems to be a certain idolatry among the people 
for gold and silver far in excess of its commercial 
value. 

The poor bury their savings and have been 
known to starve in times of famine rather than 
surrender it. The rich have it worked up into 
articles of adornment and have even had chairs, 
tables and beds made of solid gold. A sacred 
feeling exists never to give up gold or silver. 

Being a frugal people, their. demands for the 
commodities of other nations is small, while their 
output is sought by the entire world. Hence the 
balance of trade is each year in their favor, and 
a continuous stream of gold flows into their cof- 
fers.

Nor is English often 
heard in the courts. In society how seldom! A 
strange patois the people speak—and in litera- 
ture, save the mark, look at “Hen” James and 
George Ade! (In journalism alone, in one or two 
places merely, we perceive the venerable tongue 
preserved in all its classic purity, yet vital, 
strong.) 

Can you blame the Cubans? Their Spanish, 
which they naturally prefer, is a charming ro- 
mantic, poetic, operatic language unspoiled by 
rough usage, base business, vaudeville, stump 
speakers, Billy Sunday, the Taffy-Tolu Sisters, 
racetrack touts and yellow journalists who have

‘BORROWING TO BUY. 

Cleveland Leader: The big war loan which 
Great Britain, France and Russia are seeking to 
float in the United States will mean far more, if 
it becomes a fact, than it would signify if it were 
made for any other purpose than spending the 
money borrowed in the United States. It is by no 
means an effort to obtain gold in America for 
use in Burope. All of the hundreds of millions 
tu be borrowed will stay right here. 

The money will go back to American wage 
earners, American manufacturers, American farm- 
ers, miners, ranchmen and others engaged in sup- 
rlying the wants of Buropean Governments. In 
a few months practically all of the great sum 
borrowed will be in the hands of a multitude of 
Americans. And other Americans, by thousands, 
will own the bonds sold to get the money spent 
fo: horses, motor trucks, leather, grain, ammuni- 
tion, rifles and munitions of many kinds. 

Long years after the end of the war these bonds 


will be a source of revenue to Americans, a drain 


upon the resources of Europe. In the end they 


will have to be paid and more wealth will pour. 


into the hands of American investors. 


NO MORAL ISSUE. 

Chicago Journal: There is no moral reason 
why American bankers should not lend maeney 
to England and France. If the Kaiser would 
stop his submarine piracies and make reparation 
for the loss of American lives in that mania of 
“frightfilness,” there would be no moral reason 
why American bankers should not lend money to 
Germany. There may be financial and political 
reasons sufficient to prevent either loan, but the 
ethical question does not enter the matter at all. 

International credit is as legitimate a weapon 
as a Krupp gun, and far less menacing to the 
gafety of peaceful-minded nations. The efforts 
of rabid partisans and hysterical pacifists to make 
a “moral issue’ of proposed loans to warring 
Powers should be brushed aside. 


QUESTION OF COLLATERAL. 

Philadelphia Record: As to the terms of the 
loan, it is not customary for any Government in 
good credit to put up collateral. China may have 
to pledge the customs income, and Turkey may 
have to pledge the sheep tax, but nations like 
England, France, Germany, Russia and the United 
States are accustomed to borrow on their prom- 
ises to pay, and we do not suppose that Amert- 
ean bankers will make any particular point of 
the collateral question. 


TO STABILIZE EXCHANGE. 


Springfield Republican: It seems to shock 
American bankers to learn that the Anglo-French 
financiers now in New York for the purpose of 
arranging for a huge credit or loan, by which the 
foreign exchange rates may be stabilized, are dis- 
posed to exact their own terms. A billion-dollar 
credit, without collateral, the whole amount to 
be spent in the United States—that is the pro- 
Is it a bluff or a reality? If England and 
France can really get along without our food- 
stuffs and raw materials—buying in the British 
otlonies, South America or taking Russia’s grain 
in case the Dardanelles are opened—there may 
be no bluff whatever in the proposal. For the 
allies are undoubtedly in a position, if necessary, 

pay for their munitions of war, ordered here, 
in gold. But this country has no pressing need of 
more gold. 

The attitude of the commission from England 
end France is unquestionably based on facts to 
this extent—that their Governments do not need 
borrow. money here for war purposes. They are 
sing all the money they need at home for 
re not threatened with exhaustion. The present 
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countries, has broken down. The foreign coun- 
tries might pay us their debt in our securities, but 
their Governments do not control all private hold- 
ings. 

It is easy to see that the commission shrewdly 
appreciates the fact that America’s interest in 
maintaining its export trade in foodstuffs and 
raw materials is very great, and they are working 
on that interest in the effort to dominate the 
terms on which the credit shall be placed. 


A SOCIALIST VIEW. 


Milwaukee Leader: The French and English 
Governments are seeking a loan of nearly, if 
not quite, a billion dollars in the United States. 


There is one phase of this question that So-. 


cialists should watch. At the close of this war, 
unless all sense of revolution has been crushed 
out of the workers of Europe, the war debts will 
be repudiated. In every nation the little group 
of army contractors and financiers has gathered 
fabulous profits, while workers have been giving 
their bodies for rations and a nominal wage. 

Something like $45,000,000,000 in national debts 
are already saddled upon the peoples of the 
warring countries. The burden of these falls en- 
tirely upon labor. 


The only dodr to freedom {2 the vast majority 
of the people lies through repudiation of these 
debts. 

That the Governments, for which workers are 
now killing one another, will, in case of threat- 
ened repudiation, be used by the hondholders as 
the directing instruments in another slaughter 
of labor to prevent repudiation, is as certain as 
that the beast of greed never lets go of anything 
without a fight. 

Unless bonds are sold outside the national 
boundaries of the warring states, repudiation will 
be a domestic question. As such it will be settled 
by a test of strength between the classes that we 
are now told have been swallowed up in war 
and patriotism. 

But once the bonds of solidarity between Eu- 
ropean and American capitalists are strengthened 
by the sale of billions of war securities in this 
country, a new issue arises. Repudiation will then 
become an “unfriendly act” against America, and 
American bondhelders will demand that Amer- 
ican workers be used to kill their revolting Eu- 
ropean brothers. 


NECESSARY TO EXPORT TRADE. 

Philadelphia Ledger: No one should fall into 
the error of assuming that the result of the nego- 
tiations now in progress between a delegation of 
British and French bankers and the leading finan- 
cial men of the United States is interesting only 
to the bankers. Every branch of American indus- 
try will be affected by it. 

New York is at present the financial capital of 
the world. The United States is selling to Europe 
about $100,000,000 every month more than it is 
buying. The debt of Europe to America is piling 
up so fast that it is imperative that some way be 
found for paying it now, or funding it for future 
payment. If it is impossible to reach some agree- 
ment satisfactory to both sides the exports must 
stop, not only exports of munitions of war, but 
exports of the products of the farms and fac- 
tories. 

The situation is very simple: A solvent cus- 
tomer who has bought more than he can pay for 
at the present time still needs our goods. If we 
will make favorable terms for future payment, he 
will continue to buy: Otherwise he must get along 
az best he can without what we sell. The progress 
of the negotiations will be followed with intense 
interest by every intelligent American who under- 
stands the importance of the conference, both for 
ite effect upon present business conditions and 
for its relations to the position which the United 
States is to oceupy as the great creditor nation 
for a long time to come.

Arabic Question Continties Critical 


DISAVOWAL FIRST. 

Chicago Journal: Of course the United States 
Government cannot consent to arbitrate the ques- 
tion of indemnity in the Arabic case until the 
German Government disavows that piece of piracy 
and gives assurances that such attacks will not 
recur in the future. 


Arbitration is not a remedy for a continuing 
offense. Only when a Government has ceased 
its evil activities can it ask for this adjustment 
of the damages it has caused. The United States 
cannot stoop to argue about the price to be paid 
for murdered citizens while the killer is threat- 
ening to commit fresh murders, and defends them 
in advance with the plea of “self-defense.”’ 


BERLIN’S DILEMMA. 
New York Herald: Count von Bernstorff has 
the responsible officials of the Government of the 
United States the Arabic evidence calls for the 
abandonment by Germany of the attitude taken in 
its latest note. Unless this is done the good faith 
of Count von Bernstorff’s representations and of 
the German Government's professed friendliness 
toward the United States must be challenged. 
There are just two horns to the Berlin dilemma— 
either that submarine commander must be repudi- 
ated or there must be open acknowledgment that 
the Government of Germany is guilty of bad faith 
and trickery toward the United States. ' 


It is for Germany to decide. As President Wil- 
son put it yesterday: ‘“‘We are all hoping and 
praying that the skies may clear, but we have no 
control over that, on this side of the water, and it 
ig impossible to predict any possible course of 
affairs.” 


PATIENCE ABOUT EXHAUSTED. 

Philadelphia Record: It is reported that Am- 
bassador Bernstorff has forwarded to Berlin evi- 
dence concerning the Arabic case which was not 
at the disposal of his Government when it out- 
lined its position thereon. If he has also advised 
the Foreign Office that American patience is al- 
most exhausted, and that the “mistakes” of Ger- 
man naval officers are beginning to be regarded 
as links in a chain of double-dealing, his superi- 
ore will be able to take their final stand in the 
light of full information. Germany should see 
her way clear to so modify her attitude concern- 
ing the sinking of the Arabic that the United 
States will be able to credit her expressions of 
good intentions. 


NO SAFETY GUARANTEED. 

New York Times: The lives of Americans at 
sea are still in peril, they are still without pro- 
tection in the exercise of their rights. Our peo- 
ple live in the dreadful expectation that any day 
may bring them news of the destruction of an- 
other liner, of the loss of other American lives. 
In his deep concern the President of the United 
States, while “praying that the skies may clear,” 
in which it is plain that he refers to the black 
clouds of war in Europe, declares that he cannot 
leave his post to deliver an address in Virginia be- 
cause “it is impossible to predict any part of the 
course of affairs.” The course of affairs in re- 
spect to German warfare against vessels carry- 
ing American passengers does indeed defy pre- 
diction. We are hopeful, all Americans hope that 
®@ peaceful and satisfactory end of the controversy 
may come, but they lack the needed reassurance 
from Germany. We are actually at a loss to know 
whether she intends to show deliberate unfriend- 


liness or whether she shares the desire of the 
American people and the American Government 
for amicable relations. 

If the German Ambassador: here could’ make 
plain to his Government our grave anxiety and 
cur inability to reconcile the language of the Ger- 
man Chancellor with the acts of German subma- 
rine commanders, it would seem that some decla- 
ration of policy and intention much more satis- 
factory than any yet received would be promptly 
forthcoming. | 


NO MORE ‘‘MISTAKES.” 

New York Globe: The attacks on the Gulf- 
light, the Cushing, the Orduna, the Arabic and 
the Hesperian have all been explained as “mis- 
takes.” It is hinted that the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania was not intended. 


This country has been most willing to accept 
these explanations. Indeed, the chief preoccu- 
pation of the President has been to find ex- 
cuses for the German Admiralty before it offered 
any. The spring and summer’s record at Wash- 
ington is one of continuous effort to keep on good 
terms with Germany. This much is plain even 
to the prejudiced. 

But it is obvious that “mistakes” of a certain 
kind cannot continue to be made. If a subma- 
rine is close enough to a vessel to launch a tor- 
pedo it is close enough to ascertain at what it 
is aiming. Nothing has made a more disagreeable 
impression in this country than the seeming de- 
sire of the German Government to quibble and 
pettifog as to matters that should be directly met. 

The time for logic-chopping and hair-splitting 
is over. The issue is a plain one. Does Germany 
intend to respect in good faith her recent pledge? 


Or was it her purpose to find loopholes for vio-— 


lating it? 


SUSPEND DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS 

New York World: The suspension of diplo- 
matic relations is recognized in international law 
as one of the measures short of war which a na- 
tion may legitimately adopt to compel a redress 
of grievances. The wrongs that Germany has 
committed against the United States are all mat- 
ters of record. The refusal of the German Gov- 
ernment to make adequate reparation for those 
wrongs or to live up to its engagements is also 
a matter of record. 

In the circumstances, should not the United 
States recall Mr. Gerard and give Count von 
Bernstorff his passports? 


TIME FOR EXCUSES PAST. 

New York Evening Post: So long as facts 
like the sinking of the Arabic are before us, and 
especially so long as the German Government 
seems to think that one after another of them 
can be explained away upon the most transparent 
pretexts, so long there will be a state of things 
big with the possibility of trouble. That the 
time has come when we are determined to have 
the substance of that for which we have contended 
must be made plain to Berlin. Along that line 
only is the path of safety as well as the path of 
honor. We are defending no small privileges or 
secondary claim. We have planted ourselves on 
the firm ground of fundamental right, a right 
of vital consequence for the whole future. In sup- 
port of that right our Government has pledged 
itself “to omit no word or act necessary to the 
performance of its sacred duty.” The time to see 
to it that this pledge shall neither be forgotten 
nor result in a break with Germany, is now.

Carranza’s Demand for Recognition 


CARRANZA’S POLITE ANSWER. 


Springfield Republican: Gen. Carranza’s ar- 
swer was polite, at least, and his counter- 
proposal for a conference on the international 
aspects of the Mexican situation seems to be 
promising enough to be given serious attention.

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GOMMITTEES FOR 
CHILD. WELFARE 
INQUIRY NAMED 


Judge Cave Chairman of Sub- 
Committees of Children’s 
Code Commission. 


The organization of the Missouri 
Children’s Code Commission, recently 
appointed by Gov. Major, was per- 
fected yesterday with the appointment 
by Circuit Judge Rhodes E. Cave, 
chairman, of sub-committees to direct 
the work. The Commission is com- 
posed of 21 persons throughout the State 
interested in child welfare. Its purpose 
is to present to the next Legislature a 
complete code of legislation for the pro- 
tection and welfare of Missouri children. 
It is the first general commission of its 
kind appointed in the United States 
in response to a national movement for 
the codification of children’s laws in 
each state. The committees appointed 
are: 

Examination of Present Laws—Pro- 
fessor.Manley C. Hudson, Columbia. 

Examination of Social Conditions and 
Reports—Professor C. A. Elwood, Co- 
lumbia. 

Public Administratfon—Professor Isi- 
dor Loeb, Columbia, 

Delinquent Children—Edward E. Por- 
terfield, chairman, Kansas City; D. E. 
Kennedy, Sedalia; Mrs. A. M. Clay, 
Chillicothe, R. C. Clark, Boonville, and 
Roger N. Baldwin, St. Louis. 

Defective children—Jacob  Billikopf, 
chairman, Kansas City; Dr. W. N. Wil- 
son, Marshall, and Alfred Fairbank, St. 
Louis. 

Destitute and neglected children—Mrs.

University to Aid in Work, 

It is expected that a large part of 
the commission's work will be done by 
departments of the State University, 
where the present laws will be exam- 
ined and compared with the best chil- 
dren’s laws in other states. Help will 
also be obtained from the Federal Chil- 
dren's Bureau at Washington, in charge 
of Miss Julia C. Lathrop. The Bureau 
has already put two investigators at 
work on collecting data about children’s 
laws from every State in the Union. 

The scope of the commission’s work 
will cover laws in relation to parent 
and child adoption, illegitimacy; 
guardian and ward, offenses against 
the child, such as abandonment, de- 
sertion and cruelty; health and san- 
itation in matters specially relating 
to children, such as infant blindness, 
medical inspection in ‘schools and 
birth registration, recreation, educa- 
tion, child labor, the treatment of 
juvenile delinquents, the eare of des- 
titute and neglected children and the 
training and care of defectives. 
Judge Cave expects the preliminary 
reports from committees to be ready 
in January, with final reports in 
April. The complete report will be 
ready by July, 1916, for publication 
in September. A campaign of educa- 
tion to familiarize the public with the 
findings of the commission will be 
undertaken in the four months before 
the Legislature meets. 

Expenses to Be About $600. 

The commission's expenses, which 
it is estimated will amount to about 
$600, will be met by voluntary contri- 
butions. Three others active in child 
welifare have been asked to assist 
the committees: Alfred Fairbank, 
agent of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians: Dr. George B. Mangold, 
director of the School of Social Econ- 
omy, and Dr. M. A. Bliss.

Unpreparedness and 
“Muddling” has Cost 
Many British Lives.

‘military operations placed her under the | 
necessity of turning to other countries 
and notably to the United States, for 
the supply of vast quantities of war 
material. The need was préssing, and 
it might have been supposed that in such 
circumstances of urgency some attempt 
would have been made to cut the red 
tape with which the ordinary operations 
of the British War Office are hampered 
and to procure with the least possible 
delay the shells, cartridges, explosives 
and chemicals the lack of which was 
piling up the casualty lists in the 
enches. 


It is difficult to get absolute verifi- 
cation of such incidents, but the story 
has been going the rounds that certain 
ccnsignments of shell cases destined for 
England were refused by the British 
ammunition inspector on no better 
ground than the failure of the manufac- 
turer to stencil letters on the cases in 
which the shells were packed. 


Another story which, however, is sup- 
pcrted by strong documentary evidence 
is to the effect that early in the war 
England was offered several hundred 
thousand rifles by an American firm and 
that they were rejected on the sole 
ground that the varnishing on the stocks 
was slightly blotched. 


Foolish Waste of Time. 

What is perfectly well known is that 
months were wasted in adjusting speci- 
fications, agreeing upon standards and 
ia dealing with minute and unessentia! 
details. Two instances will serve to 
show the kind of obstacles which were 
placed in the way of American firms 
who were perfectly willing to furnish 
London, almost at a moment's notice. 
with ample quantities of the most neces- 
Sary materials, not, it is true, precisely 
conforming to the exact War Office 
order in every particular, but well suit- 
ed to the final purposes for which they 
were intended. 

One of the products most necessary 
in war is picric acid, which is used as 
an ingredient in high explosives. The 
picric acid of American commerce 
contains about 2 per cent of free sul- 
phur. This means that American pic- 
ric acid is 98 per cent efficient. The 
specification of the British War Of- 
fice, however, calls for absolutely 
pure picric acid, and on the ground 
of this 2 per cent impurity, which 
only slightly affects its value, the 
American product was refused. 

The sudden demand for enormous 
numbers of field glasses for the 
equipment of the British army soon 
exhausted the available supply in 
England of the optical glass which 
she had been in the habit of import- 
ing in large quantities from Germany. 
In this case, also, the United States 
was in a position to furnish material 
of excellent quality. The British 
specifications called for hand-ground 
glass; the American glass was ma- 
chine ground; the difference was con- 
sidered to be a fatal defect and a 
source of perfectly good optical glass 
was rejected. As machine ground 
glass can be turned out 20 times as 
fast as the hand-ground glass and, as 
the difference in effectiveness is neg- 
ligible except in the finest micro- 
scopic and photographic work, the re- 
fusal of the American product looks 
like a piece of inexcusable folly. 

) Lack of Investigation. 

In the early stages of the war, En- 
gland made the mistake of py sending | 


agents over here who contracted in- 
dependently with a number of firms 
of whose resources they could have 
no gccurate knowledge. These firms 
in their turn had no experience in 
making the supplies demanded of 
them and each depended upon being 
able to buy the necessary raw mater- 
ial in the open market. They soon 
found they were bidding against one 
another for a very limited supply or 
that the market in some particular 
material had been cornered. . 


It was the confusion and delay in- 
cident to this haphazard method 
which forced the British Government 
to adopt the wise expedient of plac- 
ing the whole of its American orders 
in the hands of one big and reliable 
firm which would take the responsi- 
bility of handling the thousand de- 
tails of the purchase of war supplies 
of every kind. 

Specific criticism directed toward 
particular points does not, however, 
strike at the fundamental causes of 
England’s failure thus far to have 
played a part in the land warfare of 
the present conflict in any sense 
worthy of the vastness of her re- 
sources or of the patriotism of her 
empire.

Grand opera of a type absolutely new 
to America will monopolize one of the 
four performances to be given Oct. Il, 12 
and 13 at the Odeon, when the Boston 
Grand Opera company and the Paviowa 
Ballet Russe come here to present an 
elaborate repertoire. 

“La Muta di Portici’ (“The Dumb 
Girl of Portici’’), the music by Auber, 


with the libretto fashioned by Soribe, 
is the work in question. In Europe, 
where it has long been popular, it is 
classified as a ‘“‘mimo-dramatio” grand 
opera, which consists of the perfect 
combination of serious opera and pan- 
tomime and terpsichorean material. 
The performance of “La Muta di Por- 
tici’’ requires two first tenors, one first 
coloratura soprano, one first basso, two 
first baritones and a premiere danséuse 
assoluta—the last, quite naturally, be- 
ing Mme. Anna Pavlowa. 

Of the singing artists, Viovanni Zena- 
tello, dramatic tenor, is the one in 
whom St. Louis opera. patrons are 
chiefly interested. 

Considered Rival of Caruso. 

Ever since Zenatello took Caruso’s 
place for the Chicago and Atlanta sea- 
sons of the New York Metropolitan 
Opera company, he has been considered 
one of the really ambitious rivals that 
tenor has had. As a member of the 
Chicago-Philadelphia and the Boston 
opera companies, and last spring, when 
he carried off the honors at the Havana 
National Opera season, Zenatello has 
been justly regarded as one of the great- 
est heroic tenors. 
His associates in the performance 
of “La Muta di Portici” are to be Ip- 
polito Lazzaro, Lyric tenor; Felice Lyne, 
young American ocoloratura soprano}; 
Gaston Sargeant, for several years lead- 
ing baritone of Covent Garden (Lon- 
don); Paolo Ananian, for the last six 
years ene of the New York Metropol- 
itan Opera’s bassos, and Thomas Chal- 
mers, American baritone. 

Another Novelty in Prospect. 
The second novelty of the engagement 
is “L’Amore dei tre Re” (“The Love 
of Threé Kings’’), in which Luisa Vil- 
lani, creator of the leading feminine 
role of Fiera, will appear in that char- 
acter. “Carmen” and “Madama But- 
terfly’’ will be the other two operas— 
all with the Paviowa Ballet appearing 
either simultaneously in the interpreta- 
tion of the opera, in the mimo-dramatio 
version of “Orpheus et Eurydice,” or 
divertissements where the work has no 
ballet. 

Tomorrow the public subscription sale 
will open and continue for one week at 
Vandervoorts, Stix, Baer & Fuller, the 
Famous-Barr Co. and at Nugent’s.

Prosecuting Attorney of County 
Starts Campaign Against 
“One-Armed” Drivers. 


Prosecuting Attorney Ralph of 8t. 
Louis County yesterday enrolled him- 
self as a “safety first’’ champion by 
sponsoring a movement which might be 
termed the ‘Society for the Abolition 
of One-Arm Driving.”’ Its origin: 

A few nights ago the Prosecuting At- 
torney, standing near the Price road, 
in Clayton, was amazed at the number 
of “‘one-arm’”’ drivers of automobiles 
that passed. The phenomena passed un- 
derstanding until he made the discovery 
that in every instance there was a wom- 
an passenger at the driver’s side. 

Prosecuting Attorney Ralph will not 
tell his conclusion as to this remarka- 
ble coincidence, but it is known that 
Deputy Sheriff Madden has been in- 
structed to look for spoony as well as 
speedy drivers. As a result it is ex- 
pected in most instances two hands will 
be on the wheel where there was but 
one before, and the auto accidents in 
St. Louls County will be materially re- 
duced.

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GREAT CONGESTION OF FREIGHT 
AT CANAL PORT OF CRISTOBAL 


PANAMA, Sept. 18.—Since the opening 
of the canal a year ago the shipping in 
the port of Cristobal at the northern 
end of the waterway has increased so 
rapidly that already the two 1000-foot 
steel and concrete piers, costing $2,500,000 
each, are no longer adequate to care 
for the vast amount of freight han- 
died. <A third pier is being built and 
plans for a fourth have been drawn up. 

Frequently the congestion is so great 
that ships have to wait their turn in 
order to get docking room. Traffic, 
which comes to the isthmus to be re- 
shipped, is frequently delayed from a 
month to six weeks. 

It had been thought that Balboa, the 
southern terminus of the canal, would 
become the most important transship- 
ping port of the canal termini. Two 
1000-foot piers, extending into the inner 
harbor, besides two long shoreline piers, 
were planned and are now in course -f 
construction. Officials now are of the 
opinion that this will be far more than 
Balboa will require for some years to 
come, 

The South American steamship lines 
decided to pass through the canal and 
pick up their cargoes at the Cristobal 
terminals because they learned they

after volley that tell of their splendid 
discipline. In the early hours of the 
morning, when the sun throws its ad- 
vance guard of light above the foot- 
hills, I begin to distinguish the lines of 
combat.

“This is against all modern theory of 
tactics. As they came on, they fall like 
standing corn before a hurricane. No 
discipline can stand before this blast of 
death.

So long have I 
been taught to think of the German in- 
fantry as invincible that I cannot believe 
my eyes. 

“If, in our work at the Staff College 
at Leavenworth, I had advanced the 
statement that Belgium might smash the 
columns of the Kaiser, my brother offi- 
cers would have ridiculed the idea. 
Whenever we had studied the problems 
of European wars, this little nation was 
unconsidered. But now they were justi- 
fying what Caesar had said, ‘Of all the 
peoples I have fought, the Belgians are 
the most sturdy.’ 

“Battalion after battalion is hurried 
up from the German side. But nothing 
can stop the Belgians now. On they 
drive, until the firing sounds more and 
more distant. Bonoelles Fort is lit- 
erally ablaze as it rains projectiles on 
the retiring Prussians. As the sun 
shines out of a bank of clouds on a new 
day, that bugaboo which has fright- 
ened the world for years is laid. The 
vaunted German military strength has 
given way before Belgian fire. The 
claws of the imperial eagle do not tear.

Witt officers itt was the same case It 
is not in the spirit of criticism that I 
am saying all this; it is only to em- 
phasize the splendid work done by the 
Belgian army when pitted against the 
most perfect fighting machine in Eu- 
rope.”’ 

Mr. Fortescue had the opportunity of 
seeing the two French batteries that 
drove the Germans off the citadel at 
Dinant in action. 

“One of the thrilling sights of war,’’ 
he writes, “is to: see a battery gallop 
ints position.

Not until I had 
seen the French did I find their supe- 
riors. Like the United States artillery 
officer, the Frenchman is wholly pro- 
fessicnal.

“The two batteries at Dinant galloped 
up, unlimbered, took the yange, loaded 
and fired in such a splendid manner 
that I almost applauded, and I am 
convinced that the French system of a 
smothering fire is the correct theory 
for the use of field artillery. Here I 
saw eight projectiles all dropped in a 
radius of 50 yards and the Germans in 
sight theres were driven helter-skelter.

There is no more 
comforting sound than the whistle of 
the French shell passing over your head 
in the direction of the enemy.” 


Also Praises British Gunners. 


And not only for the French gunners, 
but for the first British at the front 
this writer has words of high praise, 
He says: 

‘‘The British expeditionary force, for 
its size, was perhaps the finest army 
the world has ever seen. Man for man 
no other organization could produce 
their physical superiors. In training 
they were ali veterans, They were en- 
thusiastic marksmen. The infantry was 
of the famous Eagiish brand which 
sticks till the last round. The cavalry 
was the best that hunting officers could 
make it. The artillery, while hardly up 
to the French standpoint, fulfilled its 
difficult role.

OF NEW AMERICAN 
PAINTINGS OPENS

Marks Beginning of Fall 
Exhibition Season.

The tenth annual exhibition of new 
American paintings at the city Art 
Muesum is now open,and with it the 
beginning of the fall exhibition 
season. 

The new collection occupies seven 
galleries, and includes 175 painting-, 
many of them quite large. They are 
loo artists represented. 

Among the pictures are several Ly 
St. Louis artists. Tom P. Barneti, 
Dowson Watson, ‘Fred G. Carpenter, 
Oscar E. Berninghaus, George C. Ail, 
Edmund H. Wuerpel, Edgar J. Bissell, 
Fred G. Gray, Carl Gustave Waldeck 
and Charles Gale, are these painters. 
Their work “holds up” well in the 
exhibition. Wuerpel’s picture, “Mist 
Veil, St. Lawrence River,” has few 
competitors as a quiet, harmonious, 
decorative comp@sition, Carpenter is 
unrivaled in his delightfully colored 
little “interior,” “The Convalescent.” 

Looking through the exhibition, where 
the national art is very well represented, 
one- sees clearly enough why W. M. 
Chase, the celebrated connoisseur, when 
he was here as an Artists’ Guild juror, 
fell in love with Carpenter’s work and 
bought an example of it from the exhi- 
bition for his own justly admired col- 
lection. Galt and Gray appear as good, 
modern painters. Gray is in love with 
paint. Galt is in love with actualty. 
Waldeck has in this exhibition one of 
his very best efforts, in the portrait of 
L. K. Blackmer. Berninghaus has a 
constant and very competent work in 
his Western life pictures. 

The St. Louis: pictures, it is true, are 
modest canvases. No St. Louis artlst, 
working in this city, is in a position to 
undertake, for example, such an am- 
bitious work as the ‘‘Family Group,”’ by 
George de Forest Brush. There are 
some half-dozen life-sized figures, and 
some good color in this picture. 

Several of the “advanced” artists are 
represented. Arthur B. Davies is ad- 
vanced enough so that few indeed can 
see what he is driving at, and those few 
probably see more than he does. His 
nude ladies stalking about in the land- 
scape are extremely artificial, but deco- 
rative enough to recommend the fash- 
ion, at least for pictorial purposes. 
There is pleasant color in Davies’ pic- 
tures. 

The exhibition shows just about what 
is being done in American art, so far 
as the painters are concerned. This is 
especially interesting at the present 
time, when there is no Parisian salon, 
and the American exhibitions are un- 
doubtedly the world’s chief art shows. 

The St. Louisan going out to our Art 
Museum today may know at least that 
the art lover of Paris, Berlin or even 
London hag no advantage over him. In

| this way at least St. Louis is just now 

as much an art center as most any Eu- 
ropean city. St. Louisans have before 
them in their own Art Museum some- 
thing, like the cream of the world’s 
art product of the present year. 

Other exhibitions at the Art Museum 
are the loan collection of paintings from 
St. Louls homes, and the one-man ex- 
hibition of the former St. Louis artist, 
Albert Bloch. Bloch tries to paint the 
“abstract.’”” That is to say, instead of 
painting the lady with the smilie, he 
tries to paint the smile without the 
lady. This is difficult and inhuman, and 
no one has proved that it isn’t art. 

Other exhibitions are the “St. Louis 
Salon” at the Artists’ Guild, Union 
boulevard and Von Versen avenue, 
and the St. Louis Art League Travel- 
ing Exhibition, at the Central Public 
Library. The St. Louis salon exhibi- 
tion has been held over in the Guild 
galleries through the summer and 
now is again open to the public, but 
will close early in October. It will 
be followed by the “Thumb-box” ex- 
hibition of the Art League, which is 
set to open Oct. 16, and is expected 
to include two or three hundred ex- 
amples of St. Louis art.

CHINA TO ENFORCE ITS LAW 
PROVIDING FOR INCOME TAX 


Payments Must Be Made by Mer- 
chants, Officials, Bankers and 
Professional Men. 

PEKIN, Sept. 18.—President Yuan Shi- 
kai has issued a mandate providing that 
Chinese merchants, Government offi- 
cials, bankers and professional men 
shall pay an income tax beginning the 

first of next January. 

The generous response which the pub- 


lic made to the appeals for the patri-| 
otic defense fund evidently encouraged 
the President to enforce the income tax 
law promuigated last year, but not put 
into effect. His mandate says: ‘But 
in view of the fact that of late the 
patriotism of the people has been in- 
creasing daily, an opportune time has 
come to inaugurate the system.’’

BAR NEAR SCHOOL 
CANNOT OPEN TILL 
4 P. M. EACH DAY 


Excise Chief Fixes Hours for 
Saloon Opposite Central High 
From That Hour Till 1 A. M. 

There is one cafe in St. Louis at 
which the bar may be open only 9 
hours a day, from 4 p. m. until 1 
a. m., although the regular saloon 
license fee of $800 a year is paid. 
Also it is probably the only saloon 
in Missouri operated under such a 
stipulation. 

The cafe is at the northwest corner 
of Grand avenue and Windsor place 
and its business hours have been re- 
stricted by Excise Commissioner 
Rumsey because it is opposite Cen- 
tral High School. 

The granting of such an unusual sa- 
loon license was the result of a pecu- 
liar circumstance. The Excise Com- 
missioner has opposed the granting of 
licenses for saloons near public 
schools. In one case the petitioners 
for a license near the new Grover 
Cleveland High School have carried 
the case into the courts in an effort 
to compel the issuance of a license. 

Fenton Lovell, proprietor of the saloon 
opposite Central High School, said yes- 
terday that for 18 years a license had 
been granted for a saloon in the base- 
ment of the building. Last August the 
cafe went into bankruptcy. Lovell pur- 
chased the fixtures and took over the 
lease. When he encountered difficulty 
tn having the license renewed, he ex- 
plained the circumstances to the Excise 
Ccmmissioner and showed his savings 
bank book to prove that he had in- 
vested all his savings in the porpePty. 
He also pointed out that the entrances 
to the cafe are upon Windsor place, and 
thus are not directly opposite the high 
school. 

Commissioner Rumsey, he said, told 
him that under the conditions he would 
grant a license, providing the bar should 
not be opened until after 4 p. m., when 
high school had been dismissed. The 
Commissioner said that he would not 
take a chance of some partly intoxi- 


cated man annoying any schvol girl or 
boy. 


FORD BELIEVES PEOPLE 
SHOULD REPUDIATE WAR DEBTS 


Says Best Thing That Could Happen 
Would Be for Warring Nations 
to Go Bankrupt. 

DETROIT, Sept. 18.—Replying to- 
night to an open letter attacking 
his peace views from Henry S. Wood- 
house, president of the Aero Club of 
America, Henry Ford, the motor man, 
went on record as opposed to the 
allies’ wir loans. 

“If I were to live with the future, 
generations of Europe I would urge 
the people to repudiate the debts 
that are being piled up by their gov- 
ernments in this war,” said Ford, “I 
believe it is the duty of the people 
to repudiate them. What right have 
the governments of Europe to impose 
on future generations the unbearable 
burden they are amassing through 
this war? 

“The best thing that could happen 
would be for the nations of Europe 
to go bankrupt. Then they would 
be compelled to stop. fighting,” said 
Ford. “It looks as though they were 
dangerously near bankruptcy when 
they offer to give their American ob- 
ligations priority over every other 
form of national indebtedness to raise 
the $500,000,000 war loan in the 
United States. It also savors of re- 
pudiation.”

Both Barker and Gordon admitted they 
are not familiar with the terms of the 
contract with Oberman, though Gordon 
said the contract was on file. Prison 
Warden McClung declared the contract 
never had been drawn. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barker said he believed the contrac! 
provided that Oberman should act as 
selling agent for the State’s products 
and be paid a commission for marketing 
them. 

Barker also admitted that Oberman 
sold the raw materials to the State 
factories. 

If Qberman is employed by the 
State as a selling agent for prison 
products or in any other capacity at 
the prison, Barker says, his labur 
contract with the penitentiary would 
be in violation of the criminal law. 


Provision of Law. 

Section 1621, revised statutes 
1909, reads as follows: 

“No State officer or person con- 
nected with the penintentiary as a” 
officer or employe, the inspectors in- 
cluded,-.shall be directly or indirectly 
interested in any contract for con- 
vict labor. Any violation of this 
provision shall be deemed a felony, 
and, upon conviction, shall be punish- 
ed by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for not less than three months 
nor more than ten years.” 

Lester S. Parker, formerly a Jirector 
of the defunct Banker Trust Co., who 
was elected to the new position of Su- 
perintendent of Industries at a salary of 
$5000 a year, said he believed Oberman’s 
contract provided that Oberman should 
buy the products of the State factories 
at a fixed price, though he did not know 
what the price was. 

Parker made an effort to justify the 
buying of raw material by the State 
from its competitor by explaining that 
the war made colored cotton goods hard 
to obgain and said it is necessary to or- 
der it a long time in advance of deliv- 
ery. 

Auditor Gordon refused to hazard a 
guess as to what the contract contained. 

Although Attorney General Barker 
was rather positive that he knew what 
the main provisions of the Oberman con- 
tract were, he had not seen it, and did 
not know where it was. 

Contract Can’t Be Found. 

Auditor Gordon told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the contract was with other of- 
ficial papers of the Prison Board, at the 
penitentiary. 

Parker has not seen the contract and 
did not help to draw it, though the law 
gays he shall errange the buying of all 
raw materials and the marketing of the 
products, and that his actions shall be 
approved by the Board. 


Warden McClung, who is chairman 
of the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee, and who sits.in all meetings 
of the Board of Prison Inspectors, 
told a reporter that Oberman was 
marketing the goods through a verbal 
understanding with members of the 
board. When told that Gordon said 
the contract was at the Penitentiary 
with other records, McClung said it 
was not. : 

“There is no written contract be- 
tween Oberman and the board,” he 
said, “and, of course, it is not here.” 

McClung seemed to know more about 
the agreement than either Parker or 
members of the Board. Though he ad- 
mitted that Oberman had been bifying 
raw materials and selling goods from 
the State plant for several weeks, he 
asked that nothing be said about it in 
the newspapers until the final arrange- 
ments could be made, which he said 
would be in about 10 days. 

They declared that Oberman was not 
compelled to abide by his contract in 
detail and was permitted to employ 
fewer men, at times, than he had ocon- 
tracted for. 

Oberman now employs about 50 men 
in the manufacture of overalls, shirts 
and other working men's clothing. The 
State plants, which were established the 
summer after the new prigon labor law 
went into effect, are employing about 
150 men and making the same kind of 
garments.

Unable to Cross Tracks He 
Runs Parallel to Them and 
Locomotive Sideswipes Car. 


MACHINE TURNS ON SIDE 


As a Result Mother-in-Law Takes 
Jitney and Loses Diamonds 
Which Are Later Found. 


Homer A. Fuller, president of the H. J 
A. Fuller Steel and Iron Co., in the 
Syndicate Trust building, had a narrow 
escape from serious injury yésterday 
afternoon when a Missouri Pacific train

|Crossing, two miles west of Clayton. 

As a result he was unable to meet 
his mother-in-law at Union Station two

Not having time to cross the tracks, 
Fuller suddenly swerved his machine 
and ran parallel to the tracks, along- 
side the locomotive, which reached the 
crossing just as he made the turn. The 
locomotive sideswiped the automobile 
and turned it on its side. Fuller was 
slightly bruised, and the machine was 
disabled. 

Fuller Taken to Home. 

Fuller was taken home by a passing 
automobile driver. Being without an 
auto he telephoned his business asso- 
ciate, Gunther Meier of 718 Carpenter 
place, asking him to meet Mrs. Bon- 
ties, mother of Mrs. Fuller, upon her 
arrival at Union Station from New 
York at 6 p. m, 

Meier hired a jitney auto and, by 
chance noted the license number. Ho 
drove with Mrs. Bonties to the Fuller 
home.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Ambassador Dumba of Austria-Hungary 
tonight made public a letter of protest which he has sent to Secretary 
Lansing, in which he alleges that he has been most unjustly treated by 
the State Department, explains his efforts to acquaint his nationals 
with the Austrian law regarding the giving of aid to their country’s 
enemies and defends J. F. J. Archibald, the. American correspondent, 
whom he wae using as a messenger. 

Secretary Lansing is quoted by the Times as saying ‘*This is 
deeply interesting,’’ when he was told about the ietter.

tioned. The French and Italian Am- 
bassadors did and are doing this

. ters. What I proposed to ask from 
the citizens of my country is only 
another form of compliance with our 
military law. The demand that they 
shall not work for the enemy is less 
of an exaction from them than that 
they return home to fight the enemy. 
Why, then, is the former character- 
ized as conspiracy in my case, while 
the latter is recognized as legitimate 
as applied to the action of the allies? 
I am advised that there is no sub- 
stantial difference between the law 
of my country, which I have beén 
asked to call to the attention of my 
countrymen here, and to which their 
obedience is exacted, and your own 
law on the same subject.

KILLED ON BORDER 


Col. Blocksom* Tells How Sol- 
diers Surprised Band Which 
Was Firing Upon Unarmed Men. 


BROWNSVILLE, Wex., Sept. 18.—At 
least six Mexicans and possibly nine 
were killed in yesterday’s fight with 
American soldiers across the Rio 
Grande, near Donna, about 60 miles 
up the Rio Grande from here. 

Col. A. P. Blocksom went today 
from Fort Brown to investigate and 
found that two American soldiers, un- 
armed, went down to the Rio Grande 
yesterday afternoon to get a drink 
of water. While there they were fired 
upon from the opposite bank of the 
river, about 600 yards upstream. The 
men shooting at them were concealrd 
behind a point made by a bend of 
the river. ; 

Still further up che river on the 
American side a squad of 10 American 
cavalrymen, comrades of the two un- 
der fire, heard the shooting and hur- 
ried down the river. They opensd 
fire, dropping six of the men. The 
others scrambled up the bank and

The opposition to this stand on the 
part of the Americans bids fair, itis 
said, to stiffen to the same degree as 
the opposition to having munitions 
included within the scope of the loaa. 

Bearing on American Industry. 

In their negotiations with the com- 
mission, the American financiers ap- 
parently have had in mind continual- 
ly the blow which might be deait 
American industry should the com- 
missioners fail in their work. 

At the beginning of parleys, it was 
said, the commissioners pointed out 
that, in their opinion, the success of 
the loan was more vital to America 
than to either Great Britain or 
France. Today, nine days after the 
commission’s arrival here, the im- 
pression seemed to be gaining thar, 
perhaps, this dark picture was 
painted with a purpose, and that ir 
reality neither Great Britain nor 
France would let details of minor 
importance shut to them the door of 
the only great world market. now left 
open. 

Significant Drop in Sterling. 

Significance was attached to the drop 
in sterling today from $4.78 to $4.69%, 
a loss of three and one-half cents over 
night. This could hardly happen, it 
was thought, if arrangements for the 
loan had reached definite form.

ALLIES’ LOAN DEAL

ter and owners of the ship which dis- 
carded its peaceful character, as unfor- 
tunately, British ships repeatedly have 
done, and assumed the role of aggres- 
sor; should. be held responsible for the 
loss of life, not Germany. 


‘There may be room for honest dif- 
ference of opinion on this point, how- 
ever, and we are perfectly willing thor- 
GOughly to examine the summary of 
evidence which the American Govern- 
ment has transmitted to us this very 
day, only a few hours ago, and which 
I have not even had time to peruse. 


“As to the larger question of sub- 
marine warfare, the attitude of Ger- 
many is perfectly clear. Ememy pas- 
senger steamers will not be subjected 
to attack without warning provided 
they respect the regular maritime 
code, and will be sunk only when 
opportunity for safety of passengers 
and crew is given. Instructions to 
German submarine commanders on 
this point are vgry precise and defi- 
nite and go as far as is possible to 
eliminate the possibility of error or 
accident. 

“It rests very largely now with our 
opponents, therefore, to provide the 
necessary remaining safeguards for 
voyages by thstructing masters to avoid 
suspicious or hostile actions or attempt 
at flight—perhaps best done by revok- 
ing the orders to attack submarines 
whenever possible and the promised re- 
wards for such actions.” 


“Neutral merchantmen, 
Americans, are mpt from interfer- 
ence, as stated g ago, except when 
carrying contraband,” said the For- 
eign Minister, “and will then be de- 
stroyed only under the conditions laid 
down in the international code concern- 
ing war, when provision is made for 
the safety of those aboard. 

“These two. categories restricting 
submarine procedure against pas- 
genger ships and neutral-owned ships 
cover cases wherein the interests of 
the United States may be involved 
and confine the multiplication of re- 
taliatory measures to shipping owned 
by belligerents—a field which  be- 
longs to the belligerents themselves 
to regulate. 

Hopes for Full Agreement. 

“As to negotiations to supplement 
the declaration made by Ambassador 
von Bernstorff, tonight’s dispatches 
from Washington report that the 
American Government itself has de- 
cided to begin conversations on this 
subject. The Imperial Government 
certainly hopes a full agreement may 
be reached which will bar the possi- 
bility of future difficulties with the 
United Stares arising from the sub- 
marine question and will gladly enter 
into conversations.”’ 

“But some seem to fear disturbing in- 
cidents may recur in connection with 
the submarine campaign,’’ remarked the 
correspondent. 

“I do not expect them, 
with full confidence,’’ replied the Min- 
ister. “The Government—the whole 
Government—is agreed upon the instruc- 
tions to submarine commanders which, 
as I said, are very precise and definite, 
and our submarine officers have been 
impressed with the necessity of carry- 
ing them out in letter and in spirit. 

Public Opinion Involved. 

‘The limitation of activities of our 
submarines has not been carried through 
without certain resistance of our pub- 
lic opinion, for, as you know, the whole 
nation takes keen interest in this arm 
and is jealous of anything affecting its 
success. But the present policy, based 
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[as it is upon the approval of his majesty, 
will have the support of all. 

“Mischance cannot be eliminated en- 
tirely In war time, nor dangers for non- 
combatants, either in land or sea war, 
absolutely guarded nst, but every 
precaution has been taken so far as lies 
in the power of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, to safeguard the interests of 
neutrals. 

“Should the present instructions gov- 
erning the submarine campaign be ex- 
ceeded in any respect, the Imperial 
Government, as the Chancellor assured 
you recently, would not hesitate to give 
such complete satisfaction to the United 
States as would conform to the friendly 
relations between the two Govern- 
ments.”’ 


Hope of Amicable Settlement of Ara- 
bie Case Revived in Washington. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The state- 

ment of Foreign Minister von Jagow in 

Berlin that the German Government 

would consider carefully evidence in the 

Arabic case submitted by the American 

Government was received with interest 

tonight by officials here as corifirmatory 

of informal assurances to Secretary Lan- 
sing recently made by Count von Berfs- 
torff, the German Ambassador. 

The American Government has made 
it clear that a complete disavowal in 
the Arabic was desired and the apparent 
willingness of the German Government 
to reconsider its position as set forth in 
its last note, revived hope here that the 
case might be settled amicably. 

Acting Secretary Polk of the State 
| Department conferred briefly with the 
President late today, but refused to com- 
ment on the Berlin dispatches. Count 
von Bernstorff has not as yet sought 
an engagement with Secretary Lansing, 
so far as could be learned tonight, but 
the report from Berlin that he had been 
auth@rized to negotiate for a satisfac- 
tory settlement of the whole submarine 
warfare problem bore out’ the impression 
held here.

Ralph Pulitzer Describes Visit to Trenches of’ 


“Army : Without a 


Country’—Fired Upon 


by German Sharpshooters and Narrowly 
Missed Being in Zone of Destruction of 
Shell From One of Teutons’ Big Guns. 


eS: By RALPH PULITZER, 
Who Has Just Returned From a Protracted Visit tothe Allied Front in France. 
I was given the opportunity in Belgium of comparing the trenches there 
with those I had visited in France. It was very interesting coutrast. 
Commandant L——, who had me in: his charge, picked me up at my 
hotel in La Sanne, the headquarters of the Belgian army, at 10 o’clock in 


the morning of Aug. 30. I delayed proceedings while I insisted on taking

More and more of the French officers are wearing these helmets, and 


It is an admirable protection, very 


tough, not at all heavy, tucked inside the sweatband of the cap and en- 
tirély invisible. If a bullet hits it point-blank it will, of course, penetrate 
and carry a piece of the steel helmet into the wearer’s head with it. But 


a bullet hitting thus would be fatal 


anyway. If the bullet is spent, or if 


it hits at an angle, the helmet will deflect it. 


On the way to the trenches we stopped 
off at the Belgian aerodrome, where 
an aviation captain showed and ex- 
plained to me the details of the Voisin 
and Nieuport machines, which were 
chiefly used, including the ingenious 
bomb-dropping mechanism and the wire- 


Views apparatus. 
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The Belgians certainly deserve the ut- 
most credit for the way in which they 
have developed their air service from 
rothing at the beginning of the war to 
a highly efficient aviation corps. But 
for. that matter they have got their 
whoie army on an admirable basis.

was an excellent one, with the one 
fault that it seemed extremely difficult 
for the chauffeur to shift his gear from 
neutral into low speed, and he would 
frequently get hung up for several sec- 
onds with the car at a standstill] till 
finally he got his gears in mesh. 

| At one point we stopped to see an 


| interesting manifestation of the newly 


developing art of war, A giant 12-inch 
British naval gun was mounted on a 
specially designed railroad truck. Ic 
stood on a railway siding, with its am- 
munition car coupled on behind. A kind 
of crane stood ready to swing the huge 
shells from the ammunition car to the 
breach of the gun. When some object 
was found worth firing 12-inch shells at, 
the engine backed up to the gun truck 
with steam up. The track was cleared. 

Then the great gun did its firing at 
the object and forthwith was whisked 
away one, five or ten miles down the 
track out of danger of the German re- 
pales. This is what, officers seem agreed. 
will take the place of the antiquated 
fixed fortresses—miles of railway loops 
and sidings running behind artificial con- 
cealments or in Semi-open cuts, with 
batteries of heavy fortress guns shut- 


tiing to and fro, firing and changing po- 
sition constantly. 


First, a Good Luncheon. 


We motored on till we neared the 
point where the Belgian army ends 
and the French begins. Here we paid 
our respects to the General in com- 
mand of the division we were visit- 
ing. He promptly asked us to lunch, 
and a very good lunch it was: Vege- 
table soup, some entree which I could 
not identify, shoulder of mutton with 
potatoes and beans, cantaloupe, cheese 
and black coffee, with a choice between 
beer, claret and white wine to drink at 
lunch, a glass of champagne at des- 
sert, and liqueurs with the coffee. 

The conservation of the officers 
turned largely on what was happen- 
ing to their friends and acquaintances 
in Belgium, about whom they heard 
by mail through Switzerland or Hol- 
land. One young Countess aroused con- 
siderable discussion. She had been sit- 
ting in a street car with a Belgian 
friend when a German officer boarded 
the car. Her friend bowed to the of- 
ficer. 

“What! You bow to a pig like that!” 
cried the Countess, whereupon the 
officer had the car stopped'and placed 
her under arrest. She had been given 
her choice between two months in 
prison or ten thousand francs’ fine, and 
had paid the fine. 

Certain of the officers held that she 
had been unpatriotic in not accepting 
imprisonment rather than help the Ger- 
man exchequer. Others felt she had 


“done enough in insulting the officer anil 


rebuking her friend. The talk dwelt, tov, 
bn certain other Belgian ladies who had 
compromised with their patriotism to 
the eXtent of taking up social relations 
with the invaders. From what I heard 
I feel sorry for these overhospitable 
ladies when the Belgians are once more 
masters of their own country. 

After lunch I began to feel more and 
more impatient to get started for the 
trenches, but I had already learned too 
much of etiquette at the front to show 
it. For the officers of all the armies 
feel that it is infinitely more important 
to prove to you that they can give you 
a good cup of coffee and a good cigar 
than it is to show you the most beauti- 
ful battle that was ever fought. They 
are, too, all alike obsessed with the 
very human fallacy that the little in- 
genuities and contrivances which they 
have devised for their personal comfort, 
safety or delectation must be of infin- 
itely more absorbing interest to the 
visitor than the guns and the trenches, 
which to them are such an old and 
boresome story. 


Some Little Comfort. 


So now we had to admire the way 
one officer had had his sleeping shack 
wall-papered, how another had invent- 
ed some home-made shower baths, how 
a third had had a genuine heavy wood- 
en bedstead installed instead of a camp 
cot. I remember similarly a splendid 
young French General (standing with 
me on a wooded hill covered with at 
least 20 batteries which I was aching 
to see) enthralled by a tunnel which 
his engineer was constructing from one 
of the General's subterranean observa- 
tion posts to another, and expatiating 
at such length on its beauties that we 
had time to take in only one battery 
on our way back to lunch (which lunch 
was again more important than all the 
poe in that sector). 


and 


However, finally we made our adieus 


from jthe General as to how to meet 
him at 4 o'clock at an observation post, 
from a~vhich he was to witness an in- 
teresting bombardment. As it was now 
@ quarter to 3, my hopes of getting into 
the trenches began to look slim. 

We were now motoring straight towari) 
the front over a stretch of cvountry 
which the Germans had been profusely 
bombarding. The road was full of holes 
where the PRelgian blocks bad been torn 
out by shells. We bumped over the 
shallower ones and dodged the deeper 
ones, but every now and then the chauf- 
feur would miscalculate the depth of a 
hole and the car would come down 0) 
its axle with a prodigious thump. By 
shutting one’s eyes one could. easily 
imagine one’s self taxicabbing aiong a 
New York side street. 

The guns had, of course, by now re- 
sumed work after their lunch time 
siesta and were grumbling away at each 
other in great shape. Presently wo cam 
to a deserted village, which could be 
seen from some of the German artillery 
positions and which they shelled on the 
slightest provocation. The General had 
particularly told us to run through the 
village in a hurry, especially across the 
open place around the church. When 
we got-safely out of the other end of 
the ‘place, he had said, we might leave 
our motor and sneak back on fvot t» 
take photographs. This having been 
carefully explained to the chauffeur, he 
bumped us swiftly down the ruined mai, 
street, reached the open place by the 
church, where he had to turn to the 
right, came suddenly on top of a big, 
deep shell hole, just dodged it by slap- 
ping on his emergency, and stood stock 
still, trying to get into first speed. 

The commandant cursed and [ swore 
the commandant’s orderly sitting next 
the chauffeur shook his fist at the 
chauffeur, and the chauffeur shook orv 
fist at his gears while with the other 
he wrenched and hauled at his lever. 


All Equally Nervous. 


There is no use denying that we were 
all equally nervous. Every instant we 
expected to see the first of a stream 
of 75s explode’near us. Finally, after 
the suspense had in reality lasted not 
more than six or eight seconds, the 
accursed low gear meekly meshed and 
we bumped off down the side street, 
heaving deep sighs of relief. 

Outside the utterly ruined village We 
left our car behind a clump of trees 
and walked back to take some photo- 
graphs of what had been the church. 
Then into the motor and on again till 
we stopped at the crossroad which led 
directly to the front. 

Having left our motor here, the rain 
Juddenly began to come down in sheets. 
We ducked into a ruined house whos¢é 
roof some freak of the shells had al- 
lowed to remain quite intact. We were 
quickly joined by avout 50 infantrymen 
who had been working at a reserve line 
of intrenchments in the fields outside 
Here we all waited for 10 minutes till 
the rain squall stopped. 

It. may not be a particularly pretty 
subject, but I think it well worth stati 
ing that that mass of soldiers, packed 
into the small inclosed space, left the 
air as pure and untainted at the end of 
those 10 minutes as it had been befor: 
they jammed their way in. I had no- 
ticed the same thing the day before 
during the two hours that I had spent 
by the howitzer with the nine men of 
the crew. There is no doubt about it 
that even the English—who, of course, 
originally invented and patented per- 
sonal cleanliness in this world—will have 
to scrub exceedingly hard to keep up 
with the Belgians. 

The rain having stopped, we slipped 
and slithered on foot along the byroad 
till we came to a prairie-dog village of 
bomb proofs with soldiers’ heads pop-

ping out of the little openings and then 
popping in again. Here we met a young 
First Lieutenant, who very kindly of- 
fered to show us the quickest way to 
the communicating trench, and off w:; 
marched. 


Shells Flying Overhead. 


Here we were, just about half way 
between the two opposing bodies of 
artillery. High in air, right above our 
heads, the shells of the two armies, 
hurtling along in opposite directions, 
met and passed each other on their 
way. These big projectiles in passing 
over us sounded exactly as if they were 
running along aerial rails. You could 
hear them rattling along these rails, 
bumping over the rail joints, banging 
over switches. 

It was a perfect illusion. By closing 
your eyes you could have sworn that 
you were standing under’ Brooklyn 
Bridge hearing the procession of street 
cars, with silenced gongs, roli Dy at 
express speed overhead. First there 
would be a distant report, then a wheez- 
ing sound as the shell rose, and then 
suddenly it would get on the rails, rat- 
tle up to the top of its grade, coast 
down the grade the other side and leave 
the tracks a second or two before the 
final explosion. 

In about 10 minutes we walked along 
a broad road, with the noise of ex- 
ploding shells getting louder and loud- 
er ahead. Then suddenly a perfect 
swarm of bullets came chirping past us. 

‘Just this little bit of the road is vis- 
ible from the German lines,"’ remark-2d 
the lieutenant. ‘“‘They are about 500 
meters away from us here.”’ 

It must have been comical to see the 
way in which the commandant, his or- 
derly and I did an Indian war dance 
down that road, all three bent double. 
The Heutenant must have caught the 
contagion from us, for, as more bullets 
came by, zeup! zeup! zeup! he doubled 
up himself. In a few seconds, however, 
he said we were out of sight again, and 
so we straightened up/and walked for- 
ward proudly erect, although every little 
while when some bullets went by just 
over our heads we showed distinct ten- 
dencies to collapse again. ; 

Now we came to the commtnication 
trench and climbed cCown into it one 
after the other. It was very different 
from the French “boyaux,’’ or commu- 
nicating trenches. Those were dug a 
good seven feet deep almost everywhere, 
and never less than six feet. «So that 
one could walk about them at one’s 
ease without paying any attention to the 
bullets that cracked away up above. 


Only a shell plunging directly into one 


| ee 


of these three feet wide, seven feet deep 
ditches could be dangerous. 

But th» Belgians could not dig down 
mere than about two and one-half feet 
et the most without striking water. 
That, with an éarth and sod rampart 
frdiu one to two feet high, gave a pro- 


‘ltection never more than five feet at its 


tighest and often well under, four feet 
in height. Now, it probably sounds very 
easy to keep sheltered while walking 
along behind four feet of ditch and par- 
apet, but if anyone tries it for more than 
five minutes at a time he will know what 
a reai backache feels like. 


In the Trenches. 


This trench, which ran forward in 
very short, abrupt zigzags, was floored 
with pieces of wickerwork to prevent 
sinking into the mud. The half hour's 
rain had filled long stretches of it ankle 
deep with water. 

Crovched double, we waded along in 
single file, the Lieutenant, myself, the 
corsmandant and his orderly. The bul- 
lets were striking some ruined farm 
buildings to our left with sharp cracks. 
They hit the breastworks with muffled 
thuds and passed close over the breast- 
work with a kind of buzzing whistle. 
W'e paddled along till suddenly we came 
to a place where, for some unaccount- 
able reason, the trench stopped, renew- 
ing itself again perhaps three or four 
yards further on. Across the unsheltered 
surface of the ground which intervened 
ran & slack telephone wire some two feet 
above the ground. 

“You'd better hurry up across here,” 
remarked the Lieutenant as he scram- 
bled out of the trench, took a couple 
of strides, swung first one leg and then 
the other over the telephone wire, took 
a couple of strides more and dropped 
into the trench beyond. 

There is not the slightest question as 
io the hurry in which I negotiated this 
obstacle. Then, to see what I must 
have looked like, I turned to watch 
the two who were following me. The 
Commandant, I must confess, managed 
tc accomplish the feat in a fashion not 
wholly destitute of dignity. But the 
way his orderly bounded out of the 
trench, hurdled the telephone wire and 
with one lithe leap descended upon us 
i the trench wag a sight for sore eyes. 
It certainly must have drawn a chuckle 
from the German sharpshooters wit- 
nessing it through their telescopic sights. 

A hundred yards or two further of 
we came to a halt at an angle in the 
commu:ication trench from which could 
ve had a good view of the front. ° 


Lifting my head cautiously till my 


— 


eyes were just above the edge of the 
rampart, I could 3zee some 20 yards 
anead the chocolate-colored back of the 
Belgian front trench. For where the 
chalky soil of Champagne makes the 
trenches there very white in color, the 
toggy soil of Belgium is a rich brown. 

Beyond the Belgian front trench ran 
a line of tall trees; beyond the line of 
trees again ran another brown line. 

“That's the German front line, I sup- 
ose?” I said to the Lieutenant. 

The Germans im Sight. 

“No, that’s their second line you're 
icoking at. Raise your head a little 
more, and right over the top of our 
front line trenches you'll see their front 
line.” 

I craned my neck, and, sure enough, 
another brown line hove into view ap- 
parently only a few yards ahead of the 
Belgian front line, with the usual barbed 
wire tangle in front of it. 

“That trench is about 100 meters from 
our front trench,” said the Lieutenant. 
“They've got the barbed wire before 
theirs. We've got the Y— Canal right 
before ours so close that you can’t see 
it. Their line curves to the left there. 
That old ruined farm you see so close 
to the left is well within their lines.’’ 

A great cloud of jet black smoke 
suddenly welled up from the Belgian 
front trench. 

“Ah, that’s a six-inch bomb they’ve 
thrown into our trench with one of 
their ‘menenwerfer,’’’ exclaimed the 
Lieutenant. 

» The report of the explosion from 
where we stood, not more than 2530 me- 
ters away, was not loud. 

The artillery was hard at it Big 
clouds of black smoke rose sluggishly 
by the German trench where the Bel- 
gian high explosive shells were burst- 
ing. Livelier clouds of white indicat- 
ed the shrapnel explosions. 


I was craning my neck to see what 
damage was being done the German 
trench, when a whole swarm of bullets 
struck very close indeed to my head. 
The Lieutenant pulled me down into 
the trench. 

“They shot at you that 
right,”’ he laughed. 

“‘Impossible!"" I answered. ‘I can only 
barely see their trench over the top of 
your first line trench, so how could 
they possibly see me from there?” 

‘Ah, but they were not shooting at 
you from there. They are up in the 
tops of some of those trees,"" he ex- 
plained, pointing to the row of tall, in- 
nocent-looking trees. “Their sharp- 


time, all 


shooters climb up at night and snipe 
from there all day, and those of them 
whom we do not locate and kill climb 
down again the next night. They have 
telescopic sights on their rifles, and 
their rifles are mounted on little tri- 
pods, so that they can fix their aim 
immovably on some spot where they 
think they have seen a mdévement; and 
the next time the movement comes, 
ping! Only I don’t think they can use 
the tripods up in the trees.” 

At the Lieutenant’s suggestion we 
acattered down along the trench in 
case our little crowd might have been 
observed from a tree and an artillery- 
man might try his luck on us. 

Further down the trench where I took 
my new stand I went on watching the 
shells burst and listening to the pro- 
jectiles from the opposing sides go rat- 
ting along their invisible rails high over- 
head. 

A little off to our right the French 
75s were firing so quickly that I hoped 
it would develop into the famous ‘‘drom- 
felfeuer’ (‘‘drum-roll fire,”” as the Ger- 
mans call it), but it did not. We had 
received word that they were going to 
fire 400 rounds at some objective whose 
nature I did not learn. They certainly 
were firing them and losing no time 
about it, either. 


Amenities of War. 


I could not see their shells burst, as 
the lines took a turn just to our right 
and disappeared behind some trees. At 
the points where the armies of differ- 
ent nationalities connect they are al- 
Ways scrupulously careful to inform 
each other what artillery work they 
have in preparation, so that a sudden 
violent cannonade on the part of one 
army will not alarm the next with the 
idea that a German assault is being re- 
sisted. 

It was particularly interesting to watch 
the Belgian soldiers, who every few 
vards squatted placidly tn the trench, 
short spades and trowels in hand, busily 
engaged in digging little pits about ten 
yfeet deep in the bottom of the trench, 
and then: scooping out little channels 
running to these pits. These channels 
would drain the surrounding yard or 
two of trench bottom into the pits, hav- 
ing muddy patches where a moment be- 
fore three or four inches of water had 
stood. There the Belgian soldiers squat- 
ted like children making mud pies at the 
seashore, chatting complacently in Flem- 


was only less nateful to them than the 
Germans. A _ splendid, cool, nerveless 


lot of men, doing their work unosten- 


ish while they foughé the enemy, who. 


tatiously but efficiently, neither dash- 
ing on the one hand nor dogged on the 
other, but gifted with the admirable 
morale of the imperturbably matter of 
fact. 

Suddenly I heard an exclamation from 
one of the soldiers. Looking where he 
pointed, I saw, just beyond the Belgian 
front trench, a huge column of muddy 
water standing bolt upright against the 
horizon. It stood there motionless until 
I began to think it would remain a per- 
manent fixture in the landscape. ‘Then . 
it suddenly collapsed. A Belgian shell 
falling short had soused down into the — 
Y——- Canal and exploded, sending up 
this five-story waterspout. 

It seemed a shame not to go forward 
into the front. trench, but with the 
Germans lobbing six-inch bombs in 
there with their “mine throwers” and 
the artillery getting busier all the time 
the commandant thought it would be 
taking too great risks. So we turned 
and crouched along back. We went by a 
different trench, so that we did not 
have to repeat the acrobatic feat over 
the telephone wire. 

But we’ had a little excitement to 
make up for it, for, as I splashed along 
with a most intense crick in my bent 
back, one of the German projectiles, 
which was apparently running on per- 
fect schedule along its overhead rails 
on ite way toward the Belgian artillery, 
suddenly jumped the track and came 
hissing down toward us. 

Simultaneously with the crash of the 
explosion I saw the men ahead of ime 
passionately hugging the bottom of the 
trench, and I found myself on my 
knees and elbows, not a whit behind 
them in my devotion. 

“That was a close one,”’ said the Cap- 
tain.” 

‘“‘What was it—a 75?’ I asked. 

“Seventy-five nothing,”” he replied; 
“that wae a 150 millimeter, and it ex- 
ploded within 30 meters of your head. 
There—see for yourself!’ 

I peeped over the edge of the trench 
and there, sure enough, was a bi¢ 
cloud of sooty black smoke wallow- 
ing up from behind some broken ma- 
sonry not more than 30 yards off. 

“Filons!”’ (‘Let us beat it!"’) said the 
commandant tersely, and we did.

TO BAR MEN NOW 
ON CTY PAYROLL 


Only Those Appointed After Bill 
Is Passed Would Be Af- 
fected, Lawyers Say. 


No one now holding a position under 
the city government can be displaced 
by the proposed anti-nepotism law, 
members of the City Law Department 
said yesterday. This opinion-was based 
on the principle, genérally upheld by 
the courts, that retroactive legislation 
is void. 

The anti-nepotism bill, introduced by 
Alderman Eilers at Friday’s meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen, contains a 
Clause providing that any fiscal officer 
of the city who pays public money to 
any person related to the official who 
appointed that person, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and subject to a $600 
fine and removal from office. 

Such-a provision, the lawyers of the 
City Counselor’s office say, could not 
constitutionally apply in the case of any 
city employe who held his position at 


the time of the passage of the ordinance. 


Among those who, under this ruling, 
cannot be displaced: from the public 
payroll by this means, are three rela- 
tives of Mayor Kiel, and the relatives of 
Several department heads. If they were 
legally eligible when appointed, they 
cannot be legislated out of office by 
fixing new standards now, the lawyers 
say. 
Not Aimed at Daues. 

The Ellers bill prohibits the appoint- 
ment of relatives by affinity or con- 
sanguinity within the sixth degree. City 
Counselor Charles H. Daues Is a cousin 
in the sixth degree of Mayor Kiel, who 
appointed him. Alderman Hilers said, 
when this was pointed out to him, that 
his measure was not aimed at anyone 
in particular. It was reported among 
Aldermen that a similar measure would 
be enacted before the appointment of 
Counselor Daues last May, in order to 
prevent his selection by Mayor Kiel. 

The combined salaries of the Mayor’s 
relatives, and relatives of other offi- 
clals who would be affected by the bill, 
if it could be carried out as written, 
amount to $24,072 a year.

An entire flee: of Kansas City boats will 
cruise by way of the Missouri River for 
the event.

Both of these craft at- 
tracted attention at the recent regatta 
at Hannibal. 

Five hundred dollars in cash prizes 
end four silver loving cups have been 
placed as trophies for the events. 
Other features of the carnival wil] 
be a motor toat parade in which some 
$00 boats will participate. All of the 
boats will be decorated for the occasion. 
Efforts are now being made to arrange 
a race between the Mark Twain and a 
hydroaeroplane. 

Fifty thousand persons witnessed the 
River Pageant last vear, which was the 
first annual. This year it is expected 
that more than 76,000 will turn out to 
see the races.

COST IS INCREASED; 
PACKARD PRICE UP $150 


The Packard Motor Car Co., of De- 
troit, created another sensation in the 
automobiie world Saturday when they 
announced an increase in the prices of 
the new ‘‘Twin Six’

Briefly summarized, all 1-25 open and 
have 
been iicreased $150; all 1-35 open and 
enclosed cars and chasses only, are in- 
creased $200. In other words, the 1-26 
“Twin Six’’ runabout, phaeton, salon 
or standard touring car is now $2750; 
the 1-35 phaeton, salon touring and sev- 
en-passenger touring cars are $3750. 
The 1-35 Hmousines, brougharns and 
landaulets range in prices from $4550 
to $4800, depending on style and interior 
finish. 

President W. J. Parrish of the Pack- 
ard Missouri Motor Co., when asked 
regarding this increase, said: 

“Since the factory completed its plans 
to market the 1-% and 1-35, they have 
day by day viewed with alarm the rise 
in price of material, because they had 
originally priced these cars at so low a 
figure that only quantity production, 
with greatly increased manufacturing 
facilities and a stable material market 
would enable them to make a very 
modest profit. 

“The great war has sent material 
costs soaring and it has become ne- 
cessary to increase the price. For ex- 
ample, aluminum has advanced 11 cents 
per pound and we use approximiately 
300 pounds in each car. Brass and cop- 
per have advanced about four cents 
per pound. In fact, for the first time 
on record, copper can be purchased for 
a lower price than brass, because of 
the high cost of tin and spelter. There 
are approximately 250 pounds of brass 
castings on each car. Our radiators 
have advanced $2.50 each; lamps have 
advanced $2 per set. Even door handles 
have advanced 50 cents each. Steels 
have advanced one-half cent per pound 
and carbon steels $4 per ton. We have 
to pey $2 per motor more for tungsten 
valves, and the increase in ball bearings 
is $3.50 per car. The trimming leather 
itself costs $17.50 more per car than we 
at first estimated. 

“This list includes many of the im- 
portant items but does not include the 
hundreds of smaller parts purchased, 
the cost prices of which are affected 
by the same market conditions as those 
parts mentioned above. 

“The Packard company purchases 
only the very best of each class of ma- 
terial used in motor cars and is, there- 
fore, more affected by the rise in 
prices than any other automobile fac- 
tory. They insist upon quality first. 

“Fortunately for many automoble 
buvers in St. Louis, they had faith in 
Packard products and had placed their 
orders with us at the orginal prices, at 
which the company will fill them. At 
these prices we have taken orders for 
exactly one-half of our entire allotment 
and expect to be sold out of our 1915-16 
cars before Jaunary first. The first ‘Twin 
Six’ cars out of the regular factory pro- 
duction were shiagped from the Packard 
plant in Detroit Wednesday of this 
week.”’ 

Asked whether he believed there 
might be a further increase in prices, 
Mr. Parrish said, “It is quite likely 
if the war causes a continued rise in 
the cost of material. The Packard com- 
pany’s profit per car is very low. being 
based upon a quantity production of 
7500 cars for this season and the margin 
is such that it would be affected by any 
increases in the material costs. It 
would not surprise me to see the Ist 
price of the ‘Twin Six’ increased later 
on, and it is bound to be if the cost of 
aluminum, brass, leather, steel, etc., 
continues to rise.’’

The light-weight eight-cylinder car, 
successor to the light six, has made, 
its appearance in the Apperson lig 
eight, handled by the Meyer Motor 
Car Co., 4900 Page avenue.

WINNER OF DERBY 
AT COUNTY FAI 


August A. Busch Defeats Son in 
Half-Mile Tallyho Race— 
Horse Runs Away. 


The derby, the principal racing 


event of the St. Louis County Fair at 
Upper Creve Coeur Lake, was won 
yesterday afternoon by Monsieur 
Pierce, owned by J. C. Humes of 3374 
Sublette avenue, St. Louis. The dis- 
tance was seven-eighths of a _ mile, 
and the time was 1:33. The race was 
witnessed by about 6000 persons. 

Bertie Bano, owned by C. Smith of 
Wright City, Mo., finished second, 
and Budweiser, owned by G. F. Sims 
of St. Louis County, finished third. 
Thereswere six entries. The track 
was not in first-class condition, ow- 
ing to the recent floods. 

August A. Busch, driving Gen. 
Grant, Gen. Sherman, Chief Uncas and 
Old Stager, a recent acquisition to his 
stables, defeated his son, Adolphus, 
driving Volunteer, Bobby Byrnes, 
Tommy Mountain and Bob McGreg- 
ory, in a one-half mile tallyho race. 
The time was 1:41. Busch and his 
son will repeat the race today, and 
attempt to lower the time. 

A mule race, won by Ely, owned 
by Maxwell-Crouch of East St. 
Louis, created amusement. The dis- 
tance was three-quarters of a mile, 
and the time was 1:27. Little Scout, 
owned by Guyton & Huntington 
of East 8t. Louis, was second. 

The 2:20 pacing race was won by 
Dod Allen, owned by W. D. Horsfeld 
of St. Louis, in 2:24%, the distance 
being one mile. Mable Wilkes, 
owned by Clato Walden of Nameoki, 
Ill., finished second, and Lady Nero, 
owned by Julius Jephard, was third. 

Horse Runs Away. 

During a special trap race, Chris 
Gratten, owned by Fred Hagemeyer 
of St. Charles, ran away, throwing 
Harry Suettentrop, the driver, from 
the seat of the sulky. The horse 
ran around the track at full speed, 
and jumped the fence near the 
stables, wrecking the sulky. 

The fair will close today. George 
B. Bowles, secretary and grounds 
manager, said last night that the fair 
had been a success in every respect, 
the. attendance exceeded all expec- 
tations. He said he expected 15,000 
persons at the fair today, the closing 
Sunday always being the banner at- 
tendance day. Secretary Bowles said 
the agricultural and lHvestock exhib- 
its were the finest ever shown at a 
St. Louls County fair. The gate and 
other receipts have put the fair asso- 
ciation on a sound financial basis, he 
said. 

The women needle artists of the 
county have produced a remarkable 
exhibit of handmade quilts, shown In 
the household department. The quilts 
are made of small patches of calico 
or silk, of different colors, sewed tvu- 
gether with infinite care, and quilt- 
ed according to the rules of the 
celebrated quilting bees famous and 
popular among farmers’ wives of 
Missouri 25 to 50 years ago. 


Samples From Many Dresses. 
Some of the quilts contain thon- 


sands of separate pieces of cloth, 
each piece being a sample from some 
dress worn by the farmers’ wives and 
daughters and their friends. Among 
the quilt makers the exchanging’ of 
“quilting patches” is practiced ex- 
tensively, and Sallie Jones cannot 
get married in the country without 
passing around a sample of her wed- 
ding dress to all of her girl friends 
to be worked into their quilts. 

There are dozens of quilts in the 
exhibit, each possessing some strik- 
ing feature. These quilts never fail 
to win the admiration of the women 
visitors. 

The oldest quilt In the exhibit, and 
said to be the oldest in St. Louis 
County, is owned by Miss Elma Zim- 
mer of Dwyer, Mo. It was made dur- 
ing the Mexican War period by her 
grandmother, and has been kept in 
the Zimmer family as an heirloom. 
The figures are of tulip design,' and 
the quilt was awarded one of the 
prizes. | 

The embroidery and crochet work, 
which is also exhibited in the house- 
hold department, as well as the 
canned fruits, jellies, home-baked 
bread, pies, cakes, country-churnod 
butter and other articles produced hy 
the busy farmers’ wives, have been of 
great interest to the visitors. Many 
of the hand made articles are such 
fine works of art that their owners 
would not part with them at any 
price, 

Agricultural Exhibits, 

The exhibits of the agricultural 
section show what the farmers of &t. 
Louis County are able to produce on 
their farms. There are pumpkins 
which weigh nearly 100 #£=pounda, 
hundreds of exhibits of ears of corn 
more than a foot long, potatoes so 
large they are sometimes mistaken 
for footballs by the tenderfeet from 
St. Louis, apples five inches in di- 
ameter, and hundreds of specimens of 
wheat, oats, barley and other smull 
grains produced in abundance on tha 
rich farms of the county. 

The agricultural exhibit has been 
crowded with farmers since the 
opening day of the fair. The farmers 
say that there is no county in the 
State which produces finer agricul- 
tural products than St. Louis County, 
and the grain, vegetables and other 
articles on exhibition seem to prove 
it. 

It is not generally Known that 8t. 
Louis County produces zinc, but. there 
is an exhibit of zinc ore in the-agri- 
cultural section taken from a mine 
near Chesterfield in’the western part 
of the county. 

August A. Busch’s exhibit of Dexter 
dwarf cattle from Ireland, Piccadilly 
hogs from South America, and Japan- 
ese lace chickens without any quills 
in their feathers, ha; roven one of 
the most interesting’ tures of the 
fair.

and Orpingtons of various colors in 
the poultry section. 
was not kaen enough to attract the 
big breeders of poultry in St. Louis 
County. 

The farmers of the county and:their 
wives have made a sort of a huge 
picnic out of the’ fair. They drive 
into the fair every day and spread 
out their bountiful dinners and sup- 
pers on the tables which are convenli- 
ently placed throughout the grounds 
for that purpose. Real farm dinners, 
consisting of country fried chicken, 
vegetables of a dozen kinds, great 
heas of pies and cakes, are served by 
the farmers’ wives to the members of 
their families and their friends under 
the huge shade trees in the fair 
grounds. 

Several Auto Exhibits. 

While the farmers, a few years 
ago, centered their interest in farm 
products, live stock and agricultural 
implements, they are now as much in- 
terested in: automobiles and automo, 
bile trucks as the city man. There are 
many exhibits of automobiles and 
automobile trucks at the fair, while 
the buggy, carriage, phaeton and the 
old two-wheeled gig that was tremen- 
dously popular with the farmers in 
their courting days 15 or 20 years 
ago, occupy very little space among 
the vehicle exhibits. 

The shooting gallery and baby-doll 
racks are as popular as ever among 
the farmer boys. The farmers’ sons 
require no military training to teach 
them to shoot with such unerring ac- 
curacy that they can hit a squirrel’s 
eye in the top of the highest syca- 
more. Also they are so skilled in the 
art of throwing stones that they can 
bounce the squirrels out of the trees 
with a rock if their ammunition hap- 
pens to run- short before they get 
home. On account of their shooting 
and throwing skill the galleries have 
done a rush business during the fair.

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ENGLAND EXPECTS BIG WAR 
LOAN TO BE SHORTLY CONCLUDED 


Suggestions at London Presuppose 
Long War, for Which Country Is 
Financially Prepared. 

Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Sept. &.—The Premiers 


estimates on the cost of the war to En- 
gland, with his application for a@ new 
vote of credit, bringing the total war 
eppropriations up to $6,310,000,000, were 
fully up to the country’s highest ex- 
pectations. There was a good deal of 
relief, however, at learning that $260,- 
000,000 of these huge expenditures rep- 
resent loans made abroad, to our allies 
and dependencies. 

A budget of drastic taxation is likely 
to be submitted Tuesday, for England 
is not copying Germany’s publicly as- 
serted method of paying all war ex- 
penses out of borrowed money and let- 
ting the future take care of itself. We 
are already raising $325,000,000 annually 
through new taxation, and this is likely 
to be doubled shortly. 

No large war ion is likely to be 
placed this year. seenguty bills will 
probably belies the period. Such credits 
as are raised in your markets should re- 
lieve, as they are drawn on for Gov- 
wrninental 
exchequer anc 

It is believed at that the loan ne- 
gotiations in America are nearing con- 
gumn:ation. The country’s impression 
still is that a minimum of $1,000,000, 
will be raised and, it is hoped, for a 
minimum period of five years. Aithough 
the amount would be stupendous, it 
would be largely exceeded by payments 
which must be made to you, hence even 
a larger amount would, in our judg- 
ment, insure the best results to business 
interests.

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ISHORT CROP FEAR 
IS THE DOMINANT! 
FACTOR IN COTTON 


Demand for Spot Article From 
Various Sources Sufficient to 
Swing-Speculative Values 
Upward. 


Although the question of exporting 
without interference is of great im- 


-| portance to cotton interests of Ameri- 


ca, the weather continues to be the 
rominent market influence. The feel- 
ng seems to be that the export propo- 
sition will be worked out many e peice 
in the end, and the comparison of pres- 
ent foreign business condition with that 
existing at this time last season makes 
for more confidence. But the growing 
belief in a short crop, as measured by 
the normal production, is having its 
effect on the market}? and the weather 
is watched closely. 

The advance to the present level of 
prices, while rapid, was the result of a 
steady and substantial demand for spot 
cotton, and that carried with it the fu- 
ture market. reavy buying in the fu- 
ture markets was due, go ge to the 
fact that spot people all over the coun- 
try seemed stirred by the poor crop 
outlook and were buying spots confident- 
ly.

"Phe halt in the market at around il 
cents for December may mark a level 
of opinion as to values for this sea- 
son, or it may be merely the reaction 
caused by profit-taking. If it be the 
latter, the market is strengthened by the 
liquidation and shows that there are 
those who are willing to back their 
ge that even ll cents is not a 

a price, If it be the former, the 
aiting is not a sign of weakness, other- 
wise the distant positions would not 
maintain their rather high premium over 
the near months, a premium that more 
than accounts for carrying charges; and 
if 11 cents marks the proper level of 
values for December cotton, in the opin- 
jon of traders, they evidently expect 
ligher levela as the season advances 
and the new year is entered. 

Crop 2,000,000 Bales Short. 

It seems a foregone conclusion 
that the growing crop will fall 2,- 
600,000 bales below requirements, and 
that after this shortage is filled ‘from 
the carry-over we will enter next 
season with but very little over a 
normal supply. If consumption runs 
above that of last yon by but 6 per 
cent, it is doubtful, with the pres- 
ent orop outlook, whether there will 
be any above the normal supply car- 
ried over. 

In the meantime, people who have 
sold for forward sh pment may find 
themselves in an uncomfortable po- 
sition, Broadly, the market hangs on 
this b gh prtah supply a year hence, 
based on consumption and the grow- 
ine crop 
Technically, the situation is more 
involved in the future markets, From 
RFOurces more varied than ever be- 
fore have come the speculative buy- 
ers who have helped advance the 
market to present levels. Many of 
these are the kind who stick for the 
long turn, are well margined and 
have a profit, too. Wall street peo- 
| Bes have been buying heavily, as 
ave the rank and file throughout 
the South. European nations have 
been buying, especially Germany, 
who is as much interested in pros- 
pective supply as in present supply, 
und who may fear that a short crop 
would deprive them of raw material 
even if the war should end, 
Apparently the largest short in- 
terest is held by spot people who 
nave hedged their spot purchases 
with futures. The spot people are 
the best posted of the trade on what 
the crop is doing, they are getting 
uneasy over prospects, and their 
continued parenaae of spots ig run- 
ning up the market on their short 
sales of futures. How long will they 
stand the punishment before begin- 
ae to uncover? If they add their 

power to the speculative de- 
site or cotton the result might be 
startling. 


Much Good From Weather. 
Very recently the weather has been 
favorable for cotton for 10 days prob- 

bly, and much good has come of §it. 
We are at the time now when the lack 
of fertilizers in the Bastern belt during 
pane time will become apparent. If 
the yield thero is not considerably short 
on this account then our system of fer- 
tllization is useless, While some lands- 
will carry over from year to year, most 
of them exhaust the fertilizer in making 
the one crop. If the yield éast of the 
river is shorter from lack of fertilizer, 
a@ poor outturn west of the river will 
be the signal for much higher prices 
because mills will not fear an actual 
present shortage of raw material and 
will not curtail operations on that ac- 
count; but they will fear a later short- 
age and supply themselves ene 
at the best prices they can 

Prices in the various sp markets 
have advanced to and above the 10 
ocnts level and demand is active, Com- 
“tition keeps prices ahead of quota- 
ions, and while cotton is freely sold, 
it brings full prices and daily reaches 
limits hat seemed foolish two months 
ago. Several large lots of cotton that 
were bought during the early season 
last year, when the “buy-a-bale”’ move- 
ment was in full swing, have been sold 
at satisfactory profit.

CRIMP ADVANCE BY GRAIN 


Department of Agriculture Stands by Its Winter 
Wheat Estimate, While Spring Outturn 
Is Steadily Becoming Larger, but 
Demand Also Is Broad. 
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A decided crimp in the upward swing 
of the grain market was imposed yes- 
terday, and the change came with somie- 
thing of a rapid sweep after the close 
of speculative trading Friday. Final 
values yesterday were materially low- 
ered, both from first figures for that day 


and from those at the end of the pre- 
ceding trading session. 

The occasion of this shift in sentiment 
is neither far to seek nor difficult to 
comprehend. So far as wheat is con- 
cerned, the movement of prices for some 
weeks has been upon apparent sound 
belief that the promise of large yield in 
the Department of Agriculture’s esti- 
mates was certain to fail in verification, 
A week ago the trade was talking about 
this as something so well based that the 
Department itself would admit substan- 
tial reductions from its last estimates. 
Lut the Department did nothing of the 
sort, and some of the most confirmed 
bulls on the speculative market are in- 
Glined to berate,.the bureau as an in- 
stitution without a full quota of - § 
raatter in the abiding place of tha 
sential article. The only revision of the 
estimates made is a soaathle net loss of 
2,200,000 bushels, some of the winter 
wheat States having sufficient increase 
of the yield over estimates as to almost 
offset the loss of about 5,000,000 bushels 
in Kansas. 

Northwest and Canada Turn Trick. 

But it is to the Northwest and Can- 
ada that the downturn was chiefly at- 
tributed. The crop in those sectiong is 
apparently growing larger daily, in view 
of the continued excellent weather, and 
juality is pronounced unusually fine. 
With this situation in the Northwest 
and the Dominion and a comparatively 
trifling decrease in expected outturn of 
winter wheat, there was but the one 
course of prices reasonable. 

But it is not expected that the decline 
is going to take the form of a heavy 
slump. While there is a very large crop, 
there also is a good market for a vast 
deal of grain, a condition that cannot 
fail to more or less stabilize values. 
Bulls take comfort from what they term 
an advantageous technical position of 
the market, proclaiming that, whatever 
the crop, positive demand is broad and 
that when the shorts attempt to cover 
things will swing back to their direo- 
tion. All of which may have some foun- 
dation itn fact, yet remains to be dem- 
onstrated. 

Yesterday’s market, both wheat and 
corn, Was a nervous one from first to 
last, the larger grain falling into stride 
with the smaller, for the reason that in- 
dications favor a tremendous outturn, 
weather in all important directions mak- 
ing to that end.

JURY ISTO 
INVESTIGATE FIRE. 
AT NIXON-JONES CO. 


Nine Receptacles Partly Filled: 


With Gasoline Were Found 
in the Building. 


The grand jury, it was learned yes- 
terday by a Post-Dispatch reporter, at 
hear this week the testimony gathered 
by the police and the Fire Department 
regarding the fire at the plant of the 
Nixon-Jones Printing Co., 215 Pine 
street, on the night of Sept. 4. The in- 
surance on the contents of this plant 
amounted.to about $60,000. 

In fighting this blaze, Assistant Chief 
Rucker said, the firemen found. fire 
rolling along the basement floor in 
Waves, and falling through the ele- 
vator shaft like a cataract of flame. 
After the fire, six barrels and three 
boxes, partly filled with gasoline and 
with the heads of the barrels partly 
knocked out, were found in the build- 
ing by the Fire Department officials. 


The Fire Department at once began 
trying to find the source from which the 
gasoline in the barrels had come. As- 
sistant Chief Rucker and Fire Captain 
O'Brien had the barrels and boxes 
placed on an auto truck, and systematic 
visits were made to the various oil and 
gasoline companies and box factories 
in St. Louis. By washing off a fresh 
coat of white paint from the head of one 
barrels found in the Nixon-Jones plant, 
the fire officials found the marking:

Marking Is Identified. 

Scores of dealers in gasoline failed to 
recognize the marking, but it was iden- 
tified finally by workers at the Pierce 
Olli Co.’s warehouse, Thirteenth and 


Gratiot streets, as being that of a sten-. 


cil used there. The figures 420 indicated 
the net weight of the barrel, the figure 
65 the tare weight and the other marking 
showed that it had been filled Aug. 6. 
The officers of the oil company aided the 
authorities in tracing the later course of 
this barrel. 

The boxes containing gasoline, found 

in the printing plant, were shown to all 
box manufacturers in the city. They 
were made of cypress of an unusually 
valuable quality, some of the boards be- 
ing two feet wide. The seams were 
.mortised and filled with white lead to 
make them water-tight. Manufacturers 
were agreed that the boxes had been 
made by hand, and none could recall 
having seen anything similar. There 
was no marking on the boxes. 

Fire Department officials have been

Clew Found to Barrels. 

The markings on the barrels of gaso- 
line seized at the Christen plant had 
been covered with a coat of white paint, 
but the certificates of the State Oil 
Inspection Bureau were upon each. 
These certificates bore the serial num- 
bers 404731, 404732, 404783, 404734. 

These certificates are furnished to 
dealers in books of 1000 stamps each, aft- 
er inspection charges, have been paid on 
carload lots of gasoline. The certifi- 
cates are used to mark single barrels 
for the retail trade. The State Oil In- 
spection Bureau had some difficulty in 
finding the record of the sale of the 
book containing the stamps which would 
include these numbers. At first it was 
believed they had been sold to the 
Standard Oil Co., but that company 
showed all its stub books, indicating 
that the stamps had not reached them. 

Then the State Bureau notified Fire 
Chief Henderson that the stamps had 
been sold to the Clinton Oil Co, of Clin- 
ton, Mo. A detective was sent from St. 
Louis to endeavor to trace the barrels. 

The Fire Chief said yesterday that the 
stamps had been traced back to the 
Pierce Oil Co., at Thirteenth and Gra- 
tiot streets. 

Acting at the request ot ithe Police 
and Fire Departments, officers of the 
Pieres company found the book from 
which the stamps found on the bar- 
rele at the Christen plant had been 

,taken. The book shows that stamps 
numbered 404800 now are being used, 
indicating that the sale of the four 
barrels to the alleged “torches,” or 
to some other firm from which the 
“torches” obtained the gasoline, was 
a recent transaction.

O’Brien, inspected the barrels at the 
garage of the Laclede Police Station. 
He identified the stamps, dnd the 
Captain was enabled to learn of the 
man who had placed the gauge ma*k 
on the atamps.

“Chief” Salinger Brings His| 
Force of Two for Interview 
at Headquarters. 


Herman Salinger, 9 years old, son of. 
Isadore Salinger of 4612 Maryland ave- 
nue, presented himself at police head- 
guarters yesterday and requested an in- 
terview th Chief Young and Chief 
Allender. The child wore a blue police 
uniform braided with gold and bedecked 
with brass buttons, and a badge bearing 
the inscription: “Chief of Juvenile Po- 
lice, St. Louis.” 
Chief of Detectives Allender, attracted 
by the vivacity of the youthful visitor, 
readily admitted him and his two com- 
panions, David Salinger, a brother, 11 
years old, and Clement Bacon, 12 years 
old, of 4625 Maryland avenue. David 
and Clement are members of the 
“Chief’s’’ juvenile force. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
later at the Salinger home, he found 
the young chief getting ready to per- 
form. the duties of his office. The ju- 
venile policemen make regular rounds 
of the blocks in their neighborhood, re- 
porting insanitary ashpits and garbage 
cans, testing the locks of front doors, 
and looking for unlicensed dogs. They 
also are alert for automobile drivers 
who fail to light their lamps at the 
proper hour, act as protectors for their 
little girl friends in the neighborhood, 
and see that no boy throws his baseball 
through a pane of glass without offer- 
ing to pay for the damage. 

“Chief” Salinger, after receiving re- 
ports from his subordinates, in return 
reports to his good friend, Police Capt. 
Hess of the Newstead Avenue Station. 
The ‘‘tips’’ furnished by the unofficlal 
policemen are investigated by the “reg- 
ular’ policemen. 

“Chief” Salinger has been an ad- 
mirer of the uniforms of politemen 
since he was four years olc. Recently 
his father, a broker, had a new uni- 
form, conforming in every respect, ex- 
cept size, to the regulation police uni- 
form made for the youngster, and his 
friends in the Newstead Avenue Sta- 
tion had badges made for him and the 
other members of his department. 

The other boys do not wear uniforms, 
but strut around the streets with their 
badges, as proudly as if they were mem- 
bers of the ‘“finest.’’ The three boys 
attend the Bugene Field School, and 
do their policing after.schoel hours. 
“Chief” Salinger and his brother re- 
cently visited Chicago, and interviewed 
the Chief of Police, and, in turn, were 
themselves interviewed by the Chicago 
reporters.

Judge Overrules Canadians’ Plea 
That Child Was Their 
Kidnaped Son.

FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 18.— 


Counsel for Mr. and Mrs. Peter Delo 
this afternoon announced they prob- 
ably would carry to the United States 
courts the “mystery boy” habeas 
corpus case, in which District Judge 
Terrell this morning ruled that B. S. 
Caroll was the rightful father. The 
Delos say that the eight-year-old boy 
is their son, Tommy, stolen from 
their home in Quebec four years ago. 
Mrs. Delo wept when the court an- 
nounced its decision. “I know, in 
my heart and soul, he is my boy,” 
she sobbed. There were 1000 persons 
in the little court room 
congratulated Caroll. 

The Court held that there was no 
reason involving moral turpitude for 
not giving to Caroll the immediate 
custody of the child, but that on 
account of Caroll’s present financial 
condition and his “gypsy-like tend- 
encies’” it would not be best to give 
him the custody of the boy. The 
boy is to remain under the custody 
of the court with the provision that 
if Caroll shall show at any time that 
he is in a position to care for the 
boy the case be reopened. 

Judge Terrell has taken the bov 
to his own home and will keep him 
there until he can place him in 
satisfactory hands. 

“There is absolutely no mystery 
concerning the title and ownership of 
the boy, Roy Caroll, except that mys- 
tery which had its inception and aft- 
erwards its cultivation in the hone 
of reward by certain witnesses,” said 
Judge Terrell. “It is further th» 
opinion of this Court that there is 
absolutely no question and can be 
no question, but that the child men- 
tioned in the petition, Roy Caroll, is 
the property of E. 8S. Caroll, and that 
‘e is the father of the boy.” 

The opinion goes into the testi- 
mony of Mr. and Mrs. Peter Delo 
to the effect that their boy was some 
50 or 75 yards from their home, on 
his way to “Aunt Landas” when ‘ast 
seen and that a little red cap worn 
by the boy was found in the waters 
of St. Lawrence River, which was 
burned by the Delos “in order to 
blot out the memory of .their child, 
which was at that time supposed 
© have been drowned.” In that con- 
nection the Court continues: “The 
conclusion is irresistible with the 
Court at least, after viewing all this 
testimony from 
standpoint, that all that is earthly 
-f the Delo child ts fn the bottom of 
ihe ®t. Lawrence River.”

NEW STANDARD FOR 
HENS. WHEN EGS 
SELL BY. WEIGHT 


Present Foolish Practice of En- 
couraging Small. Product by 
Sales by Count Is Wasteful. 


One of the most absurd practices in 
present Gay produce marketing is the 
selling of eggs by count. Just why this 
antiquated system should continue ‘to 


hang on in this day of modern, ec- 
nomic -business methods is difficult t 
say. This practice is not only wholl’ 
inaccurate and unfair generally, but it 
encourages the development of the 
small laying hen that can lay the great- 
est number of eggs regardless of their 
size. A hen of good size that lays large 
eggs has no chance in a competition 
where the number of eggs aloné, ani 
not the size or weight, determine which 
bird is the winner. 3 
The weight of average eggs ranges 
from 16 to 80 or 32 ounces a dozen. This 
shows a possible difference of 100 per 
cent in weight, while by count both ex- 
tremes are given an equal rating. Such 
a condition of things would not be tol- 
erated long in the trade involving anv 
other commodities. Selling potatoes or 
pork chops by the dozen would be just 
as sensible a thing as this. 

Under the present system of market- 
ing eggs, poultrymen have found that 
they might as well keep the larger eggs 
for their own use and sell the smaller 
ones, and that is what some of them at 
least are doing. 

It is an established fact that a large 
egg can be produced more econdmically 
than a small one, in proportion to 
weight. Hence the present mode of 
handling eggs by count is encouraginy 
wasteful and inefficient methods, not 
to mention the other faults. The ideal 
of the poultry man should be to keep 
hens of a size that will produce 4 
pound of eggs, not a dozen, most eco- 
nomically. 

But the market must be ready to buy 
these eggs by the pound before the 
roultry man can be expected to do this. 
It would seem that there is work here 
for the national and state experimental: 
ists. It should be possible, by a series 
of tests, to Getermine the size of eg¢e 
that can be produced most economical- 
ly, anc the size of the bird i& each 
breed that will lay an egg of that size. 
Then it would be possible to set a stand- 
ard weight for eggs as well as a stand- 
ard weight for laying hens. 

From the utility standpoint such 8 
standard for hens would be far better 
ihan the present day standards, which 
were determined upon from the stand- 
point of looks rather than of laying 
ability. 


How to Make White 
House Whitewash 


The use of whitewash is often recom- 
mended in these columns for use by the 
poultry raiser. The practice of white- 
washing the poultry house on the in- 
side once a year is excellent. It helps 
appearance. It kills parasites. It helps 
keep the house in a sanitary condition. 
It fills up the cracks, thus preventing 
the breeding of lice and mites to some 
extent. It makes the dark house lighter 
and it sometimes helps te keep out 
some of the cold weather {In winter. 

To make the whitewash which has 
been used for more than 10 years in 
the White House at Washington and on 
the lighthouses maintained by the Gov- 
ernment, take a half bushel of unslaxed 
lime and slake it with boiling : water. 
Cover during the process to keep in 
the steam. Strain the liquid through a 
fine sieve or strainer and add to it a 
peck of salt, which previously has been 
dissolved in warm water; three pounds 
of ground rice boiled to a thin paste 
and stirred in while hot; one-half pound 
Spanish whiting and one pound of glue 
previously dissolved by soaking in water 
and then hanging over hat water. This 
is best accomplished by putting in a 
small pail an: hanging in a larger one 
filled with water. Add five gallons of 
hot water to the mixture, .stir well and 
let stand a few days covered. It should 
be applied hot, for which purpose it 
can be kept in a portable furnace. 


Grit an Essential 
to Healthy Birds 


A kind of gravel taken from the 
lead mineg of Southwestern Misgouri, 
known as “ohat,” is being used in 
large quantities as grit for poultry. 
This material is being sold exten- 
sively throughout the eountry, usu- 
Ally being ae by lumber deal- 
ers. 

Poultry neenaie whose flocks have 
access to soil that is gravelly need 
not worry about grit for their birds, 
for they will supply their own 
wants; but by far the greater num- 
ber of flocks do not get enough grit. 
This causes, directly or indirectly, 
more ailments among birds’ than 
most poultrymen are aware of, 


pringing on digestive disorders, the 
trouble is diagnosed offhand as one 
disease or another and the sick birds 
are probably doped for some sick- 
negs that ite never had.

Laying Age. 

Not long ago I wrote you a letter re- 
garding trouble I was having with soft 
shelled eggs. This letter interested a 
raan who signed himself Australian. I 
used a remedy that he suggested, that 
is, lime and I am atill using it. I fol- 
lowed also the remedy you spoke of, 
or rather I was starting to use it at | 
the time I wrote you. I fixed up a 
seratching pen. This seems to have 
solved the difficulty. I have a pen 8x10 
in a large shed. At first the fowls 
wouldn't go in there and scratch for 
the feed, but now it is difficult to keep 
them out. I fed them on short rations 
ior a time, but now feed heavily. I am 
getting more eggs than formerly. At 
what age do Rhode Isiand Red pullets 
start laying and what is the general 
description of a Rhode Island Red male 
bird? I have one that I think is a 
dandy. CONSTANT READER 8t. Louis. 

There is no precrse age at which 
Rhode Island Red or any other variety 
of pullet will -begin to lay. Rhode Is- 
land Reds do not begin to lay so early 
as Mediterraneans, but will lay earlier 
than Asiatics. Much will depend upon 
the individual bird, upon the strain, 
tpon the care given, upon the feed, 
upon the weather, time when hatcned, 
etc. In géneral I should say a Rhode 
Island pullet, given good care, should 


begin to lay around six minths of age. 
Sometimes they will lay as early as five 


months and sometimes not until seven 
c: eight months of age. Fur a compiete 
and official description you ought to 
have a copy of the American Standard 
of Perfection. It is a copyrighted, il- 
lustrated book issued by the American 
Foultry Association. The secretary is 
Mr. S. T.. Campbell, Mansfield, O. You 
can get a copy from him or from any 
poultry paper. The price is $ You 
will find in this book a description of 
the Rhode Island Red male and fe- 
male, the shape and color descriptions 
given in detail. Rhode Island Red 
cocks should weigh 8% pounds, cock- 
erels 7%, hens 6%, pullets 5 pounds. 
Rhode Island Reds therefore, are about 
the same in size as Wyandottes, but 
different in shape. They are somewhat 
smnaller than Plymouth Rocks. The 
comb is a five serration comb. The ser- 
rations should be even in shape. The 
comb is medium in-size. This is true 
of the single comb bird. The Rose comb 
shape is a real rosé comb and fits firmly 
upon the head. It is oval in shape. It 
has a spike at the rear. The Rhode 
Island Red has a long back. The back 
and body are horizontal or nearly so. 
There is a slight concave sweep to the 
tall. The tail is medium in length and 
well spread and carried at an angle 
of 4 degrees. The breast is full and 
deep. The legs are of medium lenst 
and set well apart. The color of the 
Rhode Island Red is red. That tells 
nearly the whole story. The bird should 
be an even shade of red all over. There 
ia some black in the wings and tail. 
The main tail feathers are black or 
greenish black. The tail covers are 
black, becoming red as they approach 
the saddle. The primary wing feath- 
ers, when you open them out, are black 
and red. The upper web is red, the 
lower is black With an edging of red. 
The color of the legs is yellow or yel- 
low with a reddish tinge. The under 
color should be red also, although light- 
er than the surface. You do not want 
white or smut in the under color. Of 
course this is a description of a bird 
that is perfect in color. You always 


find some defect. The poreeee thing 
tu look for in color is a deep mahogany 


red and an even shade all over the sur- 
face with black main tall feathers. 


Pigeons. 
I have a homer pigeon, one of three 


paire, which I bought from a squab com- 
pany last fall. Five are all right but 
cne sits around. It is apparently in 
gocd health, but ignores the others, It 
seem to have a good appetite. Can you 
tell me what is the trouble? Can you 
tell me how I can distinguish a Red 
Carneaux from a Red Homer of the 
same size?—G. C. W.. St. Louis, 

Both of your pigeon questions are 
ratRer difficult to answer. I believe the 
condition of the single bird you mention 
is rather unusual. Avg a rule, if a 
pigeon gets really sick, it either dies 
shortly or gets well. It is uncommon, 
surely, for one to linger along as yours 
has cone. Without seeing it I cannot 
undertake to say what is the matter, 
and if I saw it perhaps I should be un- 
able to tell, Perhaps no one can tell. It 
may have been injured in some way. 
Usually it is not a matter of great dif- 
ficuity toe tell the difference between red 
Cerneaux and red Homers, but some- 
imes it is dificult. If the Carneaux ‘s 
m larger than the Homer I should not 
consider it valuable as a Carneaux. The 


tho Homer. Those who breed Carneaux 


usually breed them because they want 
more size than they get in the Homer. 
If the Carneaux ig smawW it is of little 
value. Some of the differences are indi- 
cated as follows: The Carneaug is usual- 
ty larger, as stated, and should be larg- 
er. As a rule there is a difference in the 
shape of the body and head, the Car- 
neaux being somewhat longer, but the 
Homers differ greatly in the shape of 
the head. Generally the Carneaux will 
have. longer eye cere than the Homer, 
though not always, although the differ- 
ence in the females will be slight. In 
some instances the Homer will have 
quite as much eye cere as the Carneaux, 
but os a rule this is not true. In color 
the red Carneaux generally is superior 
to the red Homer, although some good 
red Homers are better in color than 
some inferior red Carneaux. I should 
tun: the whole matter up by repeating 
what I said at the outset that if the 
Carneaux is small it has little value.

Poultry Provides 
Winter Groceries 


Enthusiasm is among the greatest as- 
sets the poultryman can have. When 
one keeps chickens and cares for them 
for the pleasure and recreation thero 
is in doing it, there is not much danger 
that the flock will suffer from lack of 
attention, and the profits realized under 
such conditions usually grow according- 
ly. 

In a letter from a woman who moved 
to a farm from the city, there is found 
this valuable information and sugges- 
tion: 

“We used to live in the city, but last 
year moved to a rundown farm, taking 
16 pure bred Rhode Island Red hens and 
two males with us. I wanted to raise 
as many chickens as possible, but found 
opportunity to sell 14 settings of eggs at 
$1 each. I used a 120-egg incubator and 
cheap brooder, also setting some hens. I 
raised 91 pullets to maturity. I sold 32 
cockerels as fries; we ate a good many, 
and with the remainder we bought feed. 
I also sold four as breeders at $1 each. 

“My hens and first hatched pullets 
began laying in November, and from 
that time they kept us in groceries all 
through the winter. We fed them about 
a half bushel of kafir corn heads a day 
and a large quantity of green water 
cress which grew by the wagon load iz 
a little stream nearby. The flock picked 
up much of its lving after stock and 
around straw stacks.

UN BOND ELECTION 


Their Organizations to Partici- 
pate in Conference Regarding 
$14,450,000 Improvements. 


PAMPHLET IS PREPARED 


Purposes of Big Issue Will Be 
Explained in Folder to Be 
Distributed Soon. 


St. Louis women. through their mem- 
bership in about thirty clubs and fed- 


erations, will soon have their first op- 
portunity to vote upon a public ques- 
tion. This will be at an informal refer- 
endum, on a bond issue of $14,500,000, to 
be conducted before Oct. 20, among the 
150 organizations participating in the 
Mayor's conference. 

The result of this vote will help May- 
or Kiel to determine whether to call a 
special election, costing $60,000, at which 
the bond issue will be submitted to a 
vote of male citizens. 

Copy for a pamphlet describing the 
proposed general bond issue, including 
$6,000,000 for the harnessing of River Des 
Peres, will be delivered to a printer this 
week by a committee of the Mayor's 
coaference consisting of Luther Ely 
Smith, Dr. B: W. Clarke and George R. 
Gaensslen. This pamphlet will be dis- 
tributed among ‘the members of 150 or- 
ganizations and they will be asked to 
cast their votes at meetings before Oct. 
20, on the following suggested items: 

River Des Peres improve-

The pamphlet will explain that the 
city now has a margin of about $14,- 
500,000 before reaching its constituional 
limit of indebtedness, which is 5 per cent 
of the assessed value of taxable prop- 
erty. 

Those favoring the submission of the 
bond issue will also be asked to ex- 
press their preference on whether a 
special election should be called for the 
general bond issue alone, or whether 
the bond issue vote should be taken at 
a special election that will be called be- 
fore the end of February under initia- 
tive petitions forcing the submission of 
negro segregation. ordinances, or wheth- 
er the bond issue should be submit- 
ted at the genera] election in November, 
1916. 

The bonds must receive a two-thirds 
majority at any election to carry, and 
under the State law, they must re- 
ceive two-thirds of all the votes cast 
at the election at which they are sub- 
mitted. If ether propositions are sub- 
mitted at the sare election, a failure of 
a voter to cast a dallot on the bond is- 
sue will count as a vote against the 
measure, and it will require two af- 
firmative votes to offset this silent op- 
position. For this reason, city author- 
ities rarely have submitted bond is- 
sues at general elections, and all so 
submitted ‘within a generation have 
failed of adoption because of the silent 
vote, if for no other reason. 

Wach of the suggested items, ff sub- 
mitted, will. stand independent ef the 
others, and voters may edopt seme, 
while defeating others, 

The sub-committee expects to form a 
judgment on the result of the informal 
vote as to whether there is a reason- 
able chance of adoption for any of the 
items, and it will recommend the sub- 
mission of these items for which there 
seems to be a strong favorable senti- 


ment.

The pamablet swill wet forth fan rea- 
sons for urging many of the bond: {s- 
sues, and will explain the failure to in- 
clude a bond issue for a municipal light- 
ing plant, whch was considereé by the 
committee, The committee considered 
it inadvisable to attempt a lighting 
plant on an inadequate scale with a 
trifling investment, and understood 
that at least $5,000,000 would be re- 
quired for a substantial plant. It con- 
sidered also that bonds of this nature, 
such as waterworks bonds, should not 
be charged against the constitutional 
debt limitation, because under the new 
charter they may be made a lien 
against the property invelved and its 


& | earnings, instead af being based upon 


the credit of the city. 

The committee will suggest that an 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion be proposed to exempt such 
bo from the number charged 
against the public debt, in order to 
conform to this charter provision and 
give it effect. It also will suggest 
that the Constitution be amended to 
authoriaé the city to increase its 
bonded. inflebtedness to 10 per cent 
of its property assessments. 

Other cities are said to have great- 
er margins than St, Louis’ present 
limit, and are able to accomplish 
more in the way of public improve- 
ments as a result. 

Piea for Support, 

The pamphiet will contain an argu- 
ment against building sych perma- 
nent structures as the city jail and 
detention house out of current 
revenue, when by issuing bonds, pos- 
terity could be made to pay its share 
for the benefits it will reap. 

A plea to support the proposed 
bond issue will point out the relief 
that will follow in employing thou-

“A POLITICAL =| 


CREATURE,” MAYOR 
TERMS, ROGERS 


Executive Says Efficiency Chair- 
man Won Present Position 
Through Politics. 


+ 

Mayor Kiel, replying to statements 
made by Thomas H. Rogers, chairman 
of the Efficiency Board, in an interview 
published in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 
termed Rogers ‘a political creature,’’ 
and said that, but for politics, Rogers 
would not have been in his present 
place. 


The Mayor did not specify the polit- 


ical influences through which Rogers 
obtained the appointment. Rogers, 
formerly a political reporter for an aft- 
ernoon newspaper, was appointed by 
Kiel as his private secretary, and con- 
tinued in this position until the new 
charter created the Efficiency Board. 


The Mayor repeated his recent an- 
nouncement that he would not re-ap- 
point Rogers when his term expires, one 
year hence. “I am disappointed in 
Tom,” he said. ‘I thought he was 
broad and liberal enough to head the 
Efficiency Board, but I was mistaken. 
He is conscientious, and I respect him 
for that, but ‘he is not liberal enough. 
When his term expires he will go out, 
and will soon be forgotten.”’ 

Mayor Requested Appointment. 

Rogers said, in his interview, that 
the Mayor’s attitude toward him 
changed after he refused to exempt 
from examination the position of medi- 
cal examiner for the Efficiency Board. 
Mayor Kiel wished to appoint to this 
place Dr. G. A. Wichmann, whose 
brother married the Mayor’s sister, 
now deceased. 


The Mayor said he made the request 


mentioned by Rogers, as to Dr. Wich-| 
mann, and that he might have been still 
most insistent about the matter if Dr. 
Wichmann had not been such a close 
personal friend of his. He denied that 
Rogers’ refusal, in this one case, af- 
fected his attitude, Dut said he had tak- 
en Rogers’ entire record on the board 
into consideration, in forming his 
jugment. 

The Mayor said he had personal 
knowledge of Dr. Wichmann’s effi- 
ciency. He said his suggestions to 
Rogers, as to the Wichmann matter 
and other matters, were in the direction 
of insuring efficiency, as he considered 
it, and that he had not asked Rogers 
to violate his oath, or do anything not 
authorized by the charter. 

Insisted on Examinations. 

Rogers said, in his interview, that he 
had insisted on examinations for the 
positions connected with the Efficiency 
Board, because he thought any other 
arrangement would show a lack of 
confidence, by the board in its own 
methods. He said pressure had been 
applied to him, in a number of cases, 
by close friends of the Mayor, and that 
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felt that the Mayor was not backing 
him, 

Rogers said the Mayor had told him 
that Rogers’ policy would defeat Kiel 
for re-nomination in 1917. The mayor 


said he had never spoken to Rogers on 


the subject of a re-nomination, and 
that someone else must have made the 
remark quoted by Rogers.

HESE ‘are three figures from the 
Crucifixion, group which is to 
decorate the reredos altar in the 

New Catholic Cathedral, at Newstead ave- 
nue and Lindell boulevard, St. Louis. 

The figure above is that of one of two 
Adoring Angels, one of which is to kneel 
at either side of the group. The figure 
to the left is that of Mary, and the one to 
the right that of St. John, ‘‘the beloved 
-diseiple.’’ The figure of the angel will be 
six feet tall and the others each nine feet 
in height. 

A feature of the group, as planned, is 
that it will embody a sort of painting in 
marble. Instead of employing the cus- 
tomary white marble, the faces and hands. 
of the figures will be carved from pink 
statuary marble, and the robes will be 
cut from marble of natural colors so as to 
imitate the texture of the fabrics.

These facts lead us naturally to the subject of the Mis- 
souri’s appetite. It is the hungriest river ever created. 
It 4s eating all the time—eating yellow clay banks and

_ banquet with a: truck garden and picking its © 
teeth with the timbers of a big red barn. Its

It sounds as if 
the river had almost cut itself out altogether—that 
Helena, Mont., ought, by this time, to be pretty close to 
Kansas City. As a matter of fact, however, for every’ 
leop that the river cuts out it makes another of equal 
size on somebody’s farm land where it isn’t needed. So 
there is no danger that the Missouri's mouth will ever 
swallow its head.

FEW weeks ago the once beautiful Countess 

Marie Nicolaevna ‘Tarnowska, the most famous 

woman criminal in the world, was pardoned 

and discharged from the peritentiary at Trani, 
Italy, where she was serving an eight-yecr term for in- 
stigating the murder of her flance and benefactor, Count 
Paul Kamarowsky. 

She has seized the opportune moment to tell her own 
story to the world, through the pen of Signora A. Viv- 
anti-Chatres (Century Co.). It is at once a confession 
and a plea for the public’s forgiveness, or at least itg 
understanding. She urges that she is the victim of a 
moral malady, induced by physical and mental disease, 
the latter inherited. 

This theory has indeed been held for years by Prof. 
Luigi Bossi of the University of Genoa, who, since the 
release of the Countess, has set himsclf the extraordi- 
nary task of seeking, throuyh psychotherapy and med- 
ical treatment, to transform into a normal woman this 
Lerelei, whose sinister charms irre- 
sistibly lured men upon the rocks of 


yawned: “I must say that you bore me toe 
death.” He finally formed the hideous de 
sign of initiating his girl-wife into the cor 
ruption in which he himself wallowed. She 
writes: 

“My untutored adolescence was trailed 
from revelry to revelry, from banquet to 
orgy; my innocence was swept into a mael- 
strom of licentious life. I was forced to 
look into the depths of every depravity; to 
my lips was proffered every chalice of 
shame, Sadly, enviously, like some poor 
exile, I saw other girls of my ace passing 
in blithe security at the side of their moth- 
ers, blushing at an eager word or at a dar 
ing glance.

For love of Countess Tarnowsky’s 
beauty—described as that of “a white 
flower” or of “one of the diaphanous 
angels of Botticelli”—one man became a 
théef, two men became murderers and 
two men were murdered. Her terrible 
life story, as naively revealed by her- 
self, is outlined herewith. Besides its 
interest as a human document, it is a ~ 
curious study in criminology. : 


ARIE NICOLAEVNA 
was the daughter of 
a rich and titled fam- 
ily in Otrado, Russia. 
But her blood, though 
noble, was infected 
with the seeds of dis- . 
ease. Her mother became a neuras- 
thenic invalid; two of her aunts are 
confined in asylums for the insane. An 
ancient strain of madness was perhaps 
imparted by an ancestor of her father’s. 
—Count O’Rourke, whom she describes 
as “a demoniacal Irishman whose mem- ° 
ory always struck terror to our souls.” 
In other places she refers to him as “the 
terrible O’Rourke.” 

Happy and idyllic circumstances 
guarded the childhood of the future 
murderess. “I was very happy,” she 
recalls with an air of marveling that 
the sunny child could have been her- 
self. “My mother loved me very much: 
so did my father

HEN I was a boy in Macochee there 
was an old house far out Court street 
which, for. me, was enveloped in an 
atmosphere of mystery and romance. 
The house was one of the oldest in 
town, built after the simple, almost 
classic’ model the early residents of 
Southern Ohio brought with them from the South. It 
stood as if abandoned amid the elms in its wide and 
ample grounds; the grass was never cut, 
an unkempt growth hid walks and drive- 


mand. They marched away one morniug, Clayton at 
their head, a hundred boys, not as you see them in pic- 
tures or hear them described in the Decoration Day ora- 
tion, for they had no uniforms or equipment, but the 
excited imagination of Macochee supplied all the para- 
phernalia to invest them in the panoply of war; and 
after old Dr. Goddard, standing with bare white head, 
had prayed for them in the Square, they marched to the 
station behind the Macochee Cornet Band; followed by 
a cheering crowd of men and boys, and women weeping, 
and some veterans of the Mexican War, and one old 
fellow who claimed to have been in the Revolutionary 
Army and to have seen Washington. 

They marched past Laura Sheldon’s home, which had 
become the home of Laura Baring, and saw her stand- 
ing at the gate, her husband by her side. Laura looked 
at Clayton, her fine eyes—wide, expectant, brilliant— 
fixed upon him as if she were willing him to look at 
her; she had a handkerchief ready to wave at him. But 
he never looked at her, not once. He marched as they 


had taught him at West Point, eyes front. And pres-. 


way, and the weather of lonesome years 
had stained the stately columns that 
had once been glistening white. And 
yet at a certain hour each morning Col. , 
Clayton, tall, impressive, of soldierly 
bearing, left the house; at a certain hour 
each evening he entered it. He dwelt 
there alone. To me he seemed very old. 
His hair was gray and he must have been, 
I calculated, about forty when I first 
noticed him. 

The Colonel had commanded the Sixty- 
sixth Regiment dtring the Civil War. To 
me this was. equivalent to saying that 
he had fought and won the war; for I 
‘could conceive of no larger military es- 
tablishment than the old Sixty-sixth, on 
which, as one might say, we were all 
reared in Macochee. I always wondered 
why the Colonel’s portrait did not ap- 
pear in Bancroft’s History of the United 
States which we used in the public school. 

At last, one day, I interested. Capt. 
Jeremiah Clarke and got from him the 
story. The Captain had lived in Maco- 
chee before the war, he had enlisted there, 
had commanded a company in the Sixty-- 
sixth, and after the war, had gone out 
West. 

“It seems,” said the Captain—the Cap- 
tain always opened a narrative with the 
phrase “It seems,” especially if it told 
an undisputed, fixed and positive fact— 
“it seems,” he said, “that in his youth 
Wade Clayton was in love with a girl.” 

That, at the age I had then attained—I 
was home for vacation in my freshman 
year—was a good beginning for my story. 
But before he could get on the Captain 
felt moved to give me an outline of gen- 
eral history, in order, I suppose, to lead 
up logically to the Civil War, with which, 
in the Captain’s philosophy, history end- 
ed. Thus, even down to the compromise 
of 1850, that interesting girl was left in 
abeyance and, as it were, formless and 
void; and it was not until some time after 
the Lincoln and Douglas debate that he 
revealed her name as Laura Sheldon. 
It seemed, then, that in the year 1860 
human interest, always strong im Ma- 
cochee, centered in her love affairs.

If Clayton understood he never told anyone. The 
blow hit him hard, they all knew that; it wounded his 
vanity, and many of the women insisted that it broke 
his heart.

“Your conditions as to surrender of territory, reduc- 
tion of our armies and engagement not’ to increase our 
navies during the specified period, we will accept -be- 
cause we must.

' “fhe Americans,” he went on, “are all for peace. And 
this condition, so favorable to their enemies, has been 
brought about by many and diverse agencies, a few of 


‘which I may indicate. 


“There are some who, goodness knows for what reas- 
on, honestly believe that they will never have a war. 
One citizen has given a-large slice of the fortune he 
made selling armor plate at extortionate prices, for the 
furtherance of a ‘peace-at-any-price’ propaganda. Others, 
retaining vague recollections of the one-sided accounts 
of previous wars given in their school histories, are 
convinced that battles can be won against trained troops 
by armies rdised ‘over night.’ 


“Many Congressmen, moreover, patriotic

“speeches to the contrary notwithstanding) in reality 


care nothing for their country. Being interested only 
in spending public money where it will do them the 
most private good, they oppose appropriations for na- 
tional defense, while spending millions on unnecessary 
postoffices and on deepening useless streams which 
drain nothing except the treasury. 


“There are also a certain number who, although they. 


do not know or care just where the money comes from, 
are really on our payrolls and carry out our orders in 
thwarting a proper preparation against future war—at 
the same time voting enormous pension bills for the vic- 
tims of former unpreparedness. 

“Thus the national danger is minimized and forgot- 
ten, the politicians are enriched, their. re-election se- 
cured and practically nothing is done to safeguard the 
country. 

“Of course, anyone reading their newspapers, knows 
exactly what of a military nature is being done, or 
rather left undone. But we take no chances, and have 
our trained spies everywhere, even on their general staff. 

“During our war, by selling to us arms and munitions 
(for you and I now know that they sold to both sides, 
though some deliveries were rather indirect). which 
were needed by their own army, the Americans made 
vast sums of money, but now—amusing thought—they 
must return it all to Europe, augmented by several 
billion dollars more. Perhaps the hardest blow for them 
to bear will come with the realization, when it is too 
late, that by allowing politics to interfere with mili- 
tary requirements, they have brought disaster upon 
themselves.” 

The peace commissioners then signed the necessary 
papers, and this conference, so momentous to the United 
States, was brought to an end. 

Two weeks later a dispute with one of the belliger- 
ents concerning neutrality, which had arisen during the 
war, suddenly revived, and a sharp demand was made 
upon the Washington Government for a money in- 
demnity. 


Our President returned a note, “firm and dignified 
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in tone,” and Washington awaited the reply. with utmost 
composure. But instead of the usual diplomatic nego- 
tiations, tthe receipt of a formal declaration of war 
caused the greatest consternation throughout the land. 

Our condition of practical military impotence was re- 
alized at last. The fact that we had only @n inadepquate 
navy and an army which, excellent as far as it went, 
was too small to go any distance, at length. dawned 
upon us. The press frantically demanded to know why 
Congress had not provided for a war emergency and 
refused to be quieted, as formerly, by talk of “necessary 
economy.’ 

Now enormous appropriations were voted, volunteers 
called for, arms and munition factories set in operation 
and a fever of preparation developed. But the time ge 
preparation had passed. 

The fleet was hurriedly mobilized at New York. News 
spreading almost immediately of enemy battleships seen 
off the coast of Maine, as many of our own ‘cruisers 
and dreadneughts as could be manned were dispatched. 
It was even hoped they might repeat the glorious ex- 
ploits of the Spanish-American War. 

On the second day the enemy was sighted. After 
some long-range firing, several of their ships were 
seen to be in trouble. They were ‘enveloped in .dense 
smoke, and presently all started in full retreat to the 
northeast. 

“Another Santiago,” was the cry as the chase began. 

And, just as happened 19 years before, the vessels of 
our fleet, being of various speeds, were soon strung out 
in pursuit, with rapidly increasing distances between the 
units. 

From now on, alas! history fails to repeat itself. 
Owing to the great range, the enemy was really unin- 
jured; the smoke having come, not from burning ships, 
but from great kettles of tar swung over their sides. 
Swarms of modern submarines had been left behind, 
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be noted that, in every instance, brass plates 
giving correct ranges and directions were found 
set into these foundations. 

Firing began at once. _ The citizens of Phil- | 
adelphia were subjected to such a reign of | 
terror as Americans had never dreamed of. | 
The bursting of high explosive shells wrought 
most awful devastation. | 

When it was realized that the storm of 
death was slowly but steadily rolling from ~ 
east to west, the cross streets became choked 
with men, women and children fleeing before 
it. Thousands were overtaken, and many 
others were trampled under foot by the panic- 
stricken mob or crowded off the bridges and 
drowned in the Schuykill. 


Infantry soon crossed the river and, enter- 
ing what had once been the “City of Brotherly 
Love,” but was now a city of enemy hate, 
proceeded to the looting of the mint and the 
principal banks. The conquerors blew open 
the vaults and sent a billion or more of gold 
back to the ships waiting off Atlantic City: 
At early morn on this day of horror a cloud 
of hydroplanes suddenly swept in. from the 
sea and, circling low over Sandy Hook, dropped 
hundreds of bombs, utterly demolishing” the 
fortifiations. The pilots, seeming to know the 
exact locations, destroyed the mortar batteries 
before they could come into action. As we 
were without anti-aircraft guns, no effective 
defense could be made. 

Then, while their airships flew north and 
succeeded, though at considerable less from 
rifle fire, in blowing up Fort Wadsworth and 
such war vessels as were still at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, the transports from which 


the tips of their periscopes occasionally peeping above they had launched sailed into Jamaica Bay 


the waves, being masked by sea weed or a clever imi- 
tation of. seafoam (as there were many “white caps”). 

These submarines sank most of our heavily armed 
dreadnoughts, while strings of floating mines, which 
lurked direc{ly in the path of our onrushing ships, dis- 
posed of many others. 

Since the enemy fleet consisted of swift battle cruis- 
ers and we had none, it was able to keep beyond the 
range of our remaining ships, while steadily battering 
them to pieces with its heavier guns. 

Thus, in a few brief hours, the heterogenous navy of 
which we been so proud was practically wiped out. 

The same morning, before daylight, several infantry 
brigades had been landed from launches (the sea being 
calm) to the north and south of Atlantic City, N. J. 
The enemy promptly surrounded the seaside pleasure 
capital, cut all telegraph and telephone lines, prevented 
trains from leaving, and took possession of the thous- 
ands of motor cars, trucks and delivery wagons within 
its limits. Soon long lines of captured automobiles, 
filled with armed men and machine guns, were speeding 
in the direction of Philadelphia, dropping off detach- 
ments to cut wires and guard the railroad tracks. All 
rolling stock was seized and sent back to bring more 
men from Atlantic City. 

Likewise at dawn numberless transports convoyed by 
dreadnoughts had steamed slowly in shore. The lighter 
@raft vessels were able to tie up to some of the piers, 

where they ‘unloaded ammunition and pow- 
erful field guns with their motor tractors, 
while the soldiers were quickly landed by 
amall boats.

Unlike the Pennsylvania bombard- 
ment, this one did not greatly damage the 
metropolis. e enemy communicated with 
the Mayor and members of the local government who, 
having learned of Philadelphia's fate, were only too 
glad to buy immunity from destruction with $3 ,000,000,- 
000 taken from the Subtreasury and various banks.

“Our right pushed on slowly over very rocky and diffi 
cult country, our ships came close inshore, engaging 
the enemy’at close quarters, while our mountain guns 
finally silenced the enemy’s field gun by their unerring 
fire at long range. About 11 a. m. the enemy attempted 
to withdraw their gun, but this was soon checked by 
our artillery, and a direct hit from one of our mountain 
guns forced the enemy to abandon the attempt, and the 
deserted gun lay at our mercy on the road south of 
Bukoba, whence we recovered it later in the day and 
brought it aboard our convoy. By an- oversight the

“Our engineers now turned their attention to the 
wireless station, fort and Government buildings, all of 
which were eompletely demolished by dynamite and fire. 
“We destroyed or captured the following: 1. field gun, 
2 machine guns, 32,000 rounds small arms ammunition, 
144 rounds gun ammunition, 40 cases petroleum, 15 
cases lubricating oi], 1 motor launch, 3 small boats, sev- 
eral standards, including a Mohammedan flag, a quan- 


tity of explosives. 


“As it was not our intention to hold Bukoba, re-em- 
barkation commenced at 6 p. m. on June 23, and except 
for our covering pickets, was complete by 2 a. m. on 
June 24, a bright moon and the entire absence of the 
enemy facilitating matters. In this our ships’ officers 
and men worked throughout the night, and at daylight 
we_withdrew the pickets and sailed away, leaving Bu- 
koba a sorry sight and being plundered and looted by 
the local inhabitants, who swarmed in to complete the

to these buildings, but it is believed that no shell touched 
a mission building. < 

“A distinguished feature of the fighting at Bukoba 
was the behavior of the enemy’s Arab troops, who dis- 
played the utmost courage and initiative. On the first 
day they were the backbone of the enemy’s resistance, 
and it was not till the German officer commanding them 
was killed that they broke and fled. 

“Apart from destroying Bukoba, which the enemy had 
been using as a base and depot for his Kagera line, and 
ruining the wireless station which had played such an 
important part in his g¢ommunications, the effect on the 
natives will be enormous. The enemy may expect con- 
siderable trouble in the future from.a population who 
have witnessed the destruction of the enemy’s fortified 
base, and the complete overthrow of the enemy’s forces. 
The fact that the natives were only too ready to loot 
Bukoba on our departure gives us a good idea of their 
future attitude toward their Teuton masters.” 

The news of McMillan’s promotion to Captain in the 
Royal Fusiliers, who particularly distinguished them- 
selves for gallantry in the attack on Bukoba, @d not 
arrive from London until nearly a month afterwards— 
on July 17. In the meantime, he opened at his own ex- 
pense a convalescent home at Chiromo for @¢he wounded 
of the Royal Fusiliers in East Africa. The Royal Gov- 
ernor of the colony inaugurated the hospital with an 
address, in which he said: .* . 

“Even as is the case on the continent of Europe at 
the present time, so also in this protectorate, our Amer- 
ican friends are ta*ing their share in alleviating the 
pain and distress which are the inevitable accompani- 
ment of a state of war. More than that, Mr. McMillan, 
at great inconvenience to himself, has. placed his per- 
sonal service at the disposal of the military authorities, 
in order that he may be enabled to take his part in the 
defense of this country, with which he has been for 11 
years so closely associated.”
